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ON  ne  pouvait  proposer  a  un  Canadien  francais,  comme 
objet  d'un  message  interuniversitaire,  de  sujet  plus 
attrayant  que  l'esprit  national  au  Canada. 

Seulement,  il  se  peut  que  la  ligne  qui  separe  Ontario 
de  Quebec  divise  autre  chose  que  les  proprietes  et  le  ter- 
ritoire.  Sur  ce  sujet  en  particulierdunationalisme canadien, 
il  semble  bien  qu'il  n'y  ait  pas  accord  entre  les  esprits 
dirigeants  des  deux  provinces  voisines. 

D'apres  les  ecrits  qui  nous  viennent  d'Ontario.  le 
nationalisme  se  confondrait  avec  1 'unification.  Et  il  n'y 
aurait  pas  d'union  au  Canada  sans  l'unite  de  langue,  de 
croyances  et  d'enseignement. 

Ai-je  besoin  de  dire  que  nous,  de  Quebec,  nous  com- 
prenons  le  nationalisme  tout  autrement?  II  consiste  pour 
nous  dans  un  amour  de  privaute  pour  le  Canada  tout 
entier,  mais  aussi  dans  un  attachement  presque  egal  a  la 
province  dont  chacun  fait  partie,  a  la  race  dont  il  est 
membre,  a  la  langue  et  a  la  foi  qui  sont  celles  de  cette  race. 

Pour  les  Ontariens  done,  nationalisme  semble  bien 
vouloir  dire  unite  dans  tous  les  domaines.  Pour  les  Que- 
becois,  il  signifie  renforcement  de  l'unite  politique  par 
rapport  au  Canada,  mais  aussi  maintien  de  la  diversite 
ethnique,  religieuse  et  linguistique,  dans  chacun  des 
groupes. 

Qui  des  deux  a  raison?  Le  seul  argument  que  puissent 
invoquer  les  Ontariens,  e'est  la  necessity  de  creer  une 
union  plus  parfaite  entre  les  citoyens  par  1 'assimilation 
du  pays  al'Empiredont  nous  sommes  une  colonic  Malheu- 
reusement,  ils  oublient  deux  choses.  Ce  qui  fait  la  gloire 
et  la  force  de  1 'Empire,  e'est  precisement  la  diversite  de 
ses  groupes  nationaux  dans  l'unite  de  son  autorite  poli- 
tique. Et  puis,  1'unification  que  Ton  preconise  ne  pourrait 
se  produire  qu'a  la  condition,  pour  les  groupes,  de  con- 
sentir  a  sacrifier  les  elements  essentiels  de  leur  vie.  On 
ne  fonde  rien  sur  l'annihilation  de  droits  et  de  devoirs 
etablis  par  la  nature  meme. 

Quebec,  au  contraire,  asseoit  sa  doctrine  sur  une 
double  base.  La  province  se  rappelle  que  le  document 
federatif  de  1867  ne  fut  pas  un  traite  d'absorption  signe 
entre  un   vainqueur  et   un  vaincu,  entre  un   superieur  et 


un  inferieur,  mais  un  pacte  d'alliance  entre  deux  groupes 
de  race  differente,  mais  egale.  Et  les  cinq  articles  de  ce 
pacte  furent:  le  respect  par  l'un  et  l'autre  de  leurs  droits 
particuliers,  raccomplissement  par  l'un  et  l'autre  de  leurs 
devoirs  mutuels,  la  constitution  dans  ces  limites  d'une 
seule  entite  politique  pour  ce  qui  est  des  interets  communs, 
le  maintien  de  plusieurs  entitcs  politiques  separees  par 
leurs  interets  provinciaux,  la  survivance  dans  chaque 
province  des  caracteres  propres  a  chacun  des  groupes  qui 
la  composent. 

C'est  pour  avoir  ainsi  compris  Vacte  de  1867  que 
Quebec  s'est  assure,  entre  ses  groupes  si  divers,  une  paix 
et  une  harmonie  que  lui  envient  les  autres  provinces. 
L  ecole  etant  la  seule  pierre  d'achoppement  ou  s'affrontent 
les  divergences  ethniques,  il  a  donne  pour  base  a  son 
systeme  d'education  la  liberte  absolue  dans  le  double 
domaine  de  la  croyance  a  enseigner  et  de  la  langue  dans 
laquelle  l'enseigner.  Puis,  pour  appliquer  ce  principe  dans 
l'ordre  financier,  il  partage  les  credits  publics  assignes  a 
lecole  proportionnellement  au  nombre  d'enfants  qui,  les 
trequentant,  appartiennent  a  telle  confession  ou  a  telle 
race.  De  la  sorte,  toute  occasion  de  conflits  se  trouve 
supprimee,  pour  ne  pas  dire  que  justice  integYale  est  faite 
a  chacun. 

Quebec  n'a  qu'une  ambition:  c'est  de  voir  Unites  les 
provinces  comprendre  ainsi  le  pacte  federatif  et  lui  donner 
cette  application  pratique.  II  est  sur  qu'alors  tous  les 
citoyens  du  pays  seront  d'autant  meilleurs  Canadiens, 
d'autant  plus  attaches  a  l'autorite  centrale  qui  les  gouverne, 
qu'ils  seront  plus  fideles  a  conserver  les  caracteres  relig- 
ieux  ou  linguistiques  par  lesquels  ils  se  distinguent  en  tant 
que  groupes  nationaux. 

C'est  le  voeu  que  forme,  du  plus  profond  de  son  coeur, 
Le  recteur  de  l'universite  de  Montreal,

CANADIAN  national  spirit  has  already  been  created.  Go  from 
Halifax  on  the  Eastern  Coast  to  Victoria  on  the  West  and  you  will 
find  a  pride  in  and  a  love  for  Canada.  Those  who  went  through 
the  War  remember  how  man  drew  to  man,  when  each  saw  the  magic  word 
"Canada"  on  the  shoulder  of  the  other.  It  mattered  not  from  what  part 
of  Canada  each  came.  But  the  maintenance  of  this  Canadian  spirit  is 
more  difficult  than  in  most  countries.  We  are  so  large,  our  geographical 
situation  is  so  difficult,  we  have  such  a  small  population  and  there  are  so 
many  varying  interests  to  divide  us  into  groups.  The  Maritime  Provinces 
feel  isolated.  Ouebec  differs  in  race,  tongue,  social  and.  in  a  measure, 
religious  conditions.  Ontario  juts  down  into  the  heart  of  the  United 
.  States  wtih  a  distinct  type  of  people  and  commercial  interests  that  are 
often  hard  to  reconcile  with  the  agricultural  interests,  especially  of  the 
West.  The  people  of  the  Prairie  Provinces  stand  by  themselves,  sep- 
arated by  a  great  wilderness  from  Ontario  and  by  a  barrier  of  mountains 
from  British  Columbia,  whose  easiest  access  to  a  neighbour  is  to  the 
South.  These  geographical  difficulties  are  increased  by  our  racial  diffi- 
culties, both  those  long  established  and  those  occasioned  by  recent  immi- 
gration. But  in  spite  of  these  handicaps  the  Canadians  have  built  a  young 
nation  with  an  individuality  of  its  own.  We  are  held  together  by  common 
origins,  by  a  common  loyalty  to  the  British  Crown,  by  a  common  govern- 
ment, by  similar  methods  of  education,  by  church  organizations,  by  trans- 
continental railways,  by  banking  systems.  And  no  small  part  in  the 
forging  of  these  links  of  our  Dominion  life  has  been  and  will  he  played 
by  the  university  graduate.  They  form  the  professional  material  that 
fills  in  and  stabilises  the  spiritual  framework  of  our  national  life.  For 
four  years  or  more  as  undergraduates  they  have  been  drawn  together  in 
studies  that  unite;  their  minds  have  been  centred  upon  the  humanities  and 
the  sciences  that  civilized  mankind  hold  in  common  ;  but  they  have  also 
had  their  thought  directed  to  the  history  and  accomplishments  of  our  own  people.  The  universities  and  the  colleges  are  homes 
of  the  most  genuine  patriotism  ;  their  studies  bring  students  together  in  common  purposes  and  for  common  ideals.  They  get 
their  training  because  of  the  liberality  of  founders  and  benefactors  such  as  have  been  and  are  the  people  and  legislatures  of  the 
provinces.  In  gratitude  therefore  for  what  you  have  received,  with  thankfulness  for  your  Canadian  home,  and  with  a  high 
purpose  to  hand  your  inheritance  to  the  next  generation  enriched  by  your  own  effort,  the  graduates  of  1924  will.  I  am  sure,  go 
forth  resolved  to  strengthen  all  that  is  best  in  our  national  life.

THIS  spring  there  are  issuing  forth  from  the  various  colleges  and  universities  of  Canada  4,000  young  men  and 
women  bearing  certain  engraved  scrolls  and  other  symbols  marking  them  out  from  the  many  hundred  thou- 
sands of  others  of  the  same  age,  as  learned  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  in  the  course  of  events  and  their 
causes,  and  in  the  ways  and  thoughts  of  all  peoples.  Marshalled  as  phalanx  they  could  overcome  in  argument  and 
debate  any  concourse  of  people  that  could  get  within  hearing  range,  and  subdue  them  to  their  way  of  thinking. 
Scattered  as  they  will  be  in  units  or  small  groups  in  communities  from  Sydney  to  Victoria,  what  can  they  do  to 
compel  right  thinking  in  these  communities  for  the  good  of  this  Canada  of  ours? 

What  can  they  do  to  produce  a  national  spirit  amongst  us?  I  assume  that  we  agree  that  such  spirit  does  not 
yet  maintain  in  Canada,  much  as  some  persons  would  like  to  make  us  believe  that  it  does  by  merely  predicating 
its  existence.  I  believe  that  the  finest  effort  they  could  put  forth  would  be  to  do  their  part  to  make  Canada  a  con- 
scious, as  it  is  a  geographical,  unit.  There  can  be  no  real  common  opinion,  no  real  "Canadianism"  among  us  until 
each  part  knows  the  other,  its  aspirations  and  its  achievements,  its  virtues  and  its  failings.  We  do  not  now  under- 
stand each  other,  even  communities  as  near  and  as  near-allied  in  origin  and  development  as  Torontonians  and  Nova 
Scotians.  The  reason  is  chiefly  geographical  and  is  not  far  to  seek.  An  example  of  what  I  mean  is  the  spirit  under- 
lying the  well-known  twitting  of  the  Eastern  man  by  Sir  Richard  Cartwright,  when  he  dubbed  the  Maritime  Provinces 
the  "shreds  and  patches"  of  Confederation.  The  Maritimer  might  well  have  replied  that  usually  the  patch  was 
the  stoutest  portion  of  the  breeks.  But  it  would  not  have  far  advanced  their  knowledge  of  each  other.  What  was 
lacking  was  the  spirit  of  desire  for  knowledge  of  each  other.  There  can  only  be  national  spirit  when  we  know  what 
we  all  have  in  common.  What  we  have  in  common  is  our  abiding  heritage,  our  uniting  band.  In  my  opinion,  there- 
fore, what  the  graduate  of  1924  can  do  for  the  common  good  is  to  get  knowledge  of  all  of  Canada;  sympathy  and 
understanding  will  follow;  and  the  coming  years  will  produce  the  desired  spirit  of  common  purpose  and  ideals,  the 
Canadiannational  spirit.

CANADA  may  fairly  be  said  to  have  aspirations  toward  nationhood.    And  as  fairly  may  it  be  said  that  much 
time  and  effort  will  be  required  before  the  slowly  developing  ideal  matures  into  a  definite  reality.     We  are 
not  impressed  by  the  frequent  appeals  to  constitutional  developments  which  are  held  to  establish  beyond 
question  our  status  as  a  nation.    We  must  search  for  something  approaching  a  true  national  spirit  in  Canada.    And 
in  the  search  we  must  not  confuse  national  sentiment  with  the  very  real  appreciation  of  our  place  in  the  British 
Empire,  however  comforting  and  satisfying  this  appreciation  may  be. 

The  outlook  in  Canada  is  unfortunately  sectional.  The  Western  Provinces  are  united  in  a  demand  for  "Western 
Rights."  Just  recently  elections  were  won  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  on  a  cry  for  "Maritime  Rights." 
Quebec  has  always  had  "rights"  without  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  present  "a  solid  Quebec."  If  Ontario  has 
not  had  "rights"  as  well,  it  is  because  she  has  been  satisfied  with  her  "dominant"  position  in  the  Confederation 
and  does  not  need  to  raise  an  issue  along  this  line.  All  of  which  is  the  antithesis  of  the  national  spirit  and  opposed 
to  the  development  of  national  solidarity. 

The  cure,  if  one  is  to  be  found,  must  lie  in  a  breadth  of  view  and  in  the  development  of  a  large  sense  of  citizenship 
in  our  future  leaders — the  men  to  whom  we  must  look  for  the  direction  of  public  affairs  in  the  next  generation.  Our 
people  must  be  lead  to  think  in  terms  of  Canada  as  a  whole.  University  men  are  in  the  best  position  to  acquire  the 
essential  breadth  of  outlook  and,  as  citizens,  have  a  serious  responsibility  to  face.  It  is  good  to  know  that  Toronto 
men  are  thinking  along  this  line  and  if  the  graduates  of  the  present  year  will  devote  themselves  whole-heartedly  to 
the  development  of  a  feeling  of  national  solidarity  and  of  pride  in  Canada  as  a  whole,  they  may  accomplish  much 
that  is  worth  while  and  they  will  assuredly  have  the  sympathy  and  support  of  all  those  who  wish  well  for  the  future 
of  their  country.

CANADIAN  National  Spirit — that  is  something  we  talk  about,  something  we  all  agree  in  regarding  as  essentia 
in  our  national  life.  Sometimes,  however,  I  fear  we  do  not  equally  all  realize  the  very  real  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  the  attainment  of  this  great  ideal. 

Inhabited  Canada  consists  of  at  least  four  well-defined  and  unfortunately  separated  areas.  Beginning  with  the 
east  there  is  the  group  of  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  with  interests  and  problems  of  I  heir  own.  Then  there  is 
the  Quebec-Ontario  area,  fairly  united  geographically,  but  unhappily  divided  in  sentiment.  Going  west  we  must 
cross  the  tumbled  rocky  desert  north  of  Lake  Superior  before  we  reach  the  great  fertile  plains  of  Central  Canada; 
and  again  a  towering  mountain  barrier  must  be  traversed  before  we  emerge  on  the  genial  Pacific  slope  of  British 
Columbia.    These  regions  all  possess  distinct  natural  frontiers  and  are  difficult  of  union.    So  much  for  geography. 

History,  too,  in  a  sense  is  against  us.  Not  that  our  past  is  either  dull  or  insignificant.  On  the  contrary,  it  is 
extraordinarily  picturesque  and  interesting.  The  trouble  is  that  history  is  a  slow  business,  and  the  growth  of  a  united 
national  sentiment  can,  in  the  last  analysis,  come  only  as  the  product  of  historical  evolution.  This  demands  time, 
not  decades,  but  epochs.  England  and  Scotland  and  F ranee  and  Spain  have  each  developed  an  individual  and  deep- 
rooted  national  feeling,  but  the  process  has  been  going  on  for  a  thousand  years.  A  national  spirit  worthy  of  the 
name  cannot  be  induced  overnight  by  the  waving  of  a  wand. 

Canadianism  is  now  found  most  intensively  developed  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  whose  native  ancestry  goes 
back  three  hundred  years.  Here  we  reach  the  crux  of  the  whole  matter.  To  be  concrete:  the  way,  as  I  see  it,  to 
lay  the  foundations  of  a  cohesive  and  lasting  national  spirit  in  Canada,  is  to  develop  first  towards  our  French-speaking 
fellow  citizens  a  mood  of  understanding,  of  good-will  and  of  sympathy.  They  were  living  here  a  century  and  a  half 
before  we  came;  they  are  sprung  of  a  race  as  proud  and  as  ancient  as  our  own;  they  are  the  heirs  of  a  civilization 
that  was  old  when  ours  was  young. 

Once  and  for  all,  let  us  forget  our  prejudices,  our  suspicions,  our  superiorities,  and  unite  ourselves  whole-heartedly 
with  this  staunch  and  sturdy  people,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  great  northland  we  have  jointly  inherited. 

Then,  in  spite  of  geographical  obstacles,  living  together  with  our  compatriots  in  amity  and  mutual  esteem,  we 
may  confidently  leave  to  time  the  certain  evolution  of  a  noble  and  vital  national  spirit  in  our  beloved  Dominion.

This  most  western  province  which  tans 
on  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the  countries  of  the  Orient,  and  is  separated  from  the  rest  of  Canada  by  a  high  range  of 
mountains,  has  economic  problems  to  solve  different  from  those  of  any  other  province.  The  questions  of  immigra- 
tion, finance,  rural  development,  education,  etc.,  in  all  the  provinces  call  for  the  intelligent  and  sympathetic  con- 
sideration of  the  most  broad-minded  citizens  of  our  country  to  the  end  that  Canada  may  grow  into  a  strong,  populous 
and  progressive  country.  To  university  graduates  the  country  looks  for  a  lead  in  the  development  of  a  truly  national 
outlook. 

Now  that  the  stress  and  strain  of  the  Great  War  is  over  and  the  swing  of  the  pendulum  is  towards  the  intensive 
development  of  the  arts  of  peace,  may  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  of  1924  consecrate  themselves  to  the 
important  task  of  developing  a  national  attitude  of  mind  friendly  to  all  countries  and  an  abiding  faith  in  the  future 
happiness  and  prosperity  of  our  great  dominion.

WHAT  Harvard,  Yale  and  Princeton  were  and  are  to  the  other 
universities  in  the  United  States,  Toronto,  McGill  and 
Queen's  are  to  the  universities  of  Canada.  The  American 
universities  set  standards  of  scholarship,  provided  trained  men  for 
the  professions  and  filled  the  chairs  of  the  newer  universities  with 
their  graduates.  Tn  return,  every  State  in  the  Union  sent  its  quota 
to  the  older  universities  both  for  undergraduate  and  graduate  work. 
These  universities  are  national  in  a  sense  that  the  larger  and  richer 
universities  founded  in  the  last  half  century  have  never  become. 

It  may  have  been  that  the  tide  of  migration  from  New  England 
through  New  York  down  the  Ohio  and  across  the  Mississippi  River 
carried  not  only  men  trained  in  the  older  universities  but  traditions 
of  universities  and  university  learning  that  held  men  who  had  never 
seen  or  attended  a  university.  Harvard,  perhaps  more  than  Yale 
or  Princeton,  represented  to  them  all  that  was  highest  and  best  in 
the  intellectual  life  of  the  people. 

A  similar  migration  has  given  to  the  older  Canadian  universities 
an  even  greater  opportunity  and  influence.  The  professions  of 
Western  Canada,  the  educational  systems  of  the  Prairie  Provinces 
are  manned  mainly  by  eastern  graduates. 


There  is  a  danger  that  the  eastern  universities  may  not  realize 
how  quickly  their  younger  sisters  have  fitted  themselves  for  the 
undergraduate  work  formerly  done  by  them  vand  fail  to  adjust 
themselves  to  the  new  conditions  and  still  retain  leadership  in  those 
phases  of  university  work  which  cannot  be  done  in  the  newer  uni- 
versities. 

Tn  the  United  States  a  movement  from  West  as  well  as  East 
set  towards  Germany  because  the  older  universities  were  unequal 
to  the  task  of  providing  proper  facilities  for  graduate  work  in  the 
liberal  arts  and  sciences  as  well  as  in  the  professional  subjects.  A 
similar  movement  from  Western  Canada  to  the  United  States  and 
Europe  is  in  evidence. 

Within  a  decade  much  has  been  done  by  the  older  universities. 
More  would  have  been  done  had  not  the  War  consumed  much  of 
the  nation's  financial  resources.  Much  remains  to  be  done  in 
adapting  existing  facilities,  freeing  capable  men  for  research  and 
graduate  instruction  and  in  attracting  ambitious  students  to  the 
East.

Valedictory 


IT  is  with  a  feeling  of  mingled  regret  and  pleasure  that  we, 
the  graduating  class  of  1924,  contemplate  the  approaching 
Tune  Convocation  ;  regret  that,  when  we  leave  the  Univer- 
sity we  are  forced  to  sever  the  many  pleasant  ties  and  asso- 
ciations we  have  made  during  our  stay  as  undergraduates ; 
pleasure,  because  we  are  attaining  to  the  ultimate  goal,  the 
prime  objective  of  our  span  of  student  life. 

The  years  we  have  spent  here  have  not  been  dull.  On  the 
contrary  they  are  among  the  happiest  in  our  lives.  The  Uni- 
versity has  much  to  offer  besides  the  purely  academic,  and  the 
social  and  athletic  phases  of  its  life  prevent  the  student  from 
becoming  too  one-sided.  Of  all  these  things  we  have  taken 
full  advantage. 

We  have  seen  four  important  years  of  the  University's 
life.  When  we  entered  it  was  just  recovering  from  the  effects 
of  the  Great  War  and  the  senior  years  were  scanty  in  numbers. 
Now  we  rind  more  applicants  for  entrance  to  the  University 
than  can  be  accommodated ;  so  many  that  the  standard  of  en- 
trance has  been  raised.  This  enthusiastic  demand  for  higher 
education  is  a  living  sign  of  the  strength  and  ability  of  Canada 
and  of  the  country's  confidence  in  the  University.  The  fame 
of  our  University  is  steadily  growing.  Important  additions  to 
knowledge  and  scholarship  are  being  made  every  year  by 
members  of  the  University  and  by  graduates.  To  them  go  our 
congratulations  for  the  great  work  they  are  doing  and  our 
hopes  for  still  greater  successes. 

It  is  a  matter  of  pleasure  to  note  that  building  operations, 
interrupted  by  the  war,  are  now  in  full  swing.  The  beautiful 
Memorial  Tower,  now  in  the  process  of  erection,  is  a  fitting 
tribute  to  those  men  of  the  University  who  gave  up  their  lives 
in  the  cause  of  Right  and  Justice.     The  completion  of  the  new 


Trinity  College  is  being  eagerly  awaited  in  order  that  thereby 
may  be  welded  the  last  link  in  the  chain  of  the  closer  union  of 
all  the  colleges  and  faculties  in  the  University ;  for  it  is  only 
by  the  true  co-operation  of  all  its  component  parts  that  the 
University  can  remain  successful. 

It  is  important,  however,  that  we  realize  that  in  quitting 
the  life  of  the  University  we  are  entering  upon  the  life  of  the 
nation,  important  because  the  two  are  closely  connected.  Lord 
Byron  is  reported  to  have  said,  "Tell  me  what  the  young  men 
of  the  universities  are  thinking  to-day  and  I  will  tell  you  what 
the  history  of  the  nation  will  be  for  the  next  fifty  years." 
These  words  instil  in  us  an  appreciation  of  our  position  in  the 
state  and  our  duty  towards  it.  Canada  is  a  fast  growing 
nation ;  she  is  in  need  of  active  men  and  women  of  education 
and  ability  to  help  her  in  her  task.  It  is  for  us  to  see  that  the 
supply  is  not  lacking  in  order  that  our  country  may  not  have 
to  look  elsewhere  for  those  to  whom  she  is  to  entrust  the  ful- 
filment of  her  destiny.  Let  us  not  forget  that  the  University 
of  Toronto  is  the  Provincial  University  of  Ontario,  the  most 
important  Province  in  the  Dominion. 

Finally,  to  all  that  the  University  of  Toronto  includes  and 
signifies,  we  bid  farewell,  some  forever,  others,  more  fortunate, 
only  in  the  official  sense,  but  all  with  a  feeling  of  deep  affection 
towards  the  group  of  buildings  where  we  spent  our  under- 
graduate days.  To  the  staff,  whom  we  shall  remember  for 
their  true  scholarship,  their  helpfulness  and  their  kindly  in- 
terest in  us,  to  our  fellow-students,  with  many  of  whom  we 
have  formed  indissoluble  ties  of  friendship,  to  all  connected 
with  the  University  we  say  "Valete."

There  is  nothing  so  ob- 
scure and  baffling  as 
"nationality."  President 

Wilson  believed  in  it  and 
almost  made  it  a  "fetish" 
in  his  resettlement  of 
Europe,  and  as  a  result 
Europe  is  suffering  from  a 
new  form  of  old  disorders, 
new  minorities  suffering 
from  the  harshness  of  new 
"nationalities."  Hungar- 
ians crying  out  against 
Roumanians  (instead  of 
Roumanians  against  Hun- 
garians )  and  Italians 
against  Serbs  and  Serbs 
against  Italians  (instead 
of  each  of  them  against 
Austrians  ). 

"Nationality"       w  o  r  k  s 
most     smoothly     in     Great 
Britain  owing  to  its  toler- 
ance,  and   in   France,   Ger- 
man)'  and    Italy,   owing  to 
their    comparative      homo- 
geneity :     but     what     does 
"nationality"    mean    in    Ireland    or    in    the    United    States    or    in 
Canada  or  in  any    country    conspicuously    made    up    of    different 
racial  elements? 

There  is  an  interesting  book  about  Michael  Collins  now  in  the 
library.  It  shows  how  Arthur  Griffith  looked  forward  to  a  day 
when  Irishmen  would  all  feel  themselves  to  be  Irishmen,  though 
400,000  in  the  south  and  800,000  in  the  north-east  cherish  different 
traditions  of  race  and  religion  and  language  from  their  "predominant 
partner,"  from  the  majority  of  the  Irish  Free  State. 

If  his  ideal  is  realized  ever  it  will  be  because  a  common  love  of 
the  same  island-home  is  sufficient  to  constitute  an  Irish  "nationality." 


This  seems  a  hard  saying  to  many  Irishmen  of  the  Republican 
party :  they  want  some  more  concrete  and  tangible  unity  :  they  sug- 
gest that  to  the  common-island  home  must  be  added  a  common 
Gaelic  language,  a  common  Gaelic  culture  and  traditions.  How  long- 
will  it  take  Gaelic  culture,  traditions  and  language  to  overspread  an 
island  which  contains  a  considerable  minority,  something  like  one- 
fourth,  who  inherit  neither  language,  culture  nor  traditions  of  the 
Gaelic  type? 

The  application  to  ourselves  is  obvious.  Canada  has  English 
traditions,  culture  and  language  always  being  renewed  and  almost 
daily:  Scotch  culture,  etc.,  in  the  same  way.  Irish  in  the  same  way. 
These  create  little  abstract  to  nationality  :  but  when  we  add  French 
culture,  traditions  and  language,  the  difficulties  are  multiplied  ;  and 
when  we  add  the  influence  of  the  great  neighbour  to  our  south  with 
whom  we  mix  and  who  mixes  with  us  daily  and  speaking  the  same 
language  yet  is  conscious  of  ideals,  traditions  and  culture  consider- 
ably discrepant  both  from  each  other  and  from  ours,  the  problem 
of  a  distinct  nationality   for  Canadians  becomes  sufficiently  thorny. 

There  remains  the  British  practice  of  tolerance,  as  a  basis  for 
a  Canadian  nationality  and  the  Griffith  ideal  of  tolerance.  Can  the 
love  of  a  common  birthplace,  backed  up  and  buttressed  by  a  long 
established  never-failing  rigid-enforced  tolerance  of  divergency  of 
race,  language,  traditions  and  culture,  sustain  in  this  country  a 
Canadian  "nationality,"  and  make  up  for  the  lack  of  homogeneity  in 
the  matter  of  culture,  traditions,  language  and  race? 

In  that  direction  appears  to  be  the  only  solution  of  the  problem 
open  to  Canadians.  Nationality  of  this  sort  is  at  least  a  lawful  am- 
bition :  much  more  lawful  than  the  ambition  for  a  Canadian  "liter- 
ature." Literature  is  avowedly  and  essentially  cosmopolitan,  of 
all  races,  languages  and  traditions,  and  cannot  be  chained  in  the  Pro- 
crustes' bed  of  nationality.  If  we  can  develop  a  nationality  it  must 
be  on  the  model  of  Britain's  practice  and  Griffith's.  When  that  day 
comes  we  shall  be  able  to  say  of  Canadianism  somewhat  the  same 
thing,  but  not  precisely  the  same,  as  the  Athenian  essayist  of  Hel- 
lenism :  "Hellenism,"  he  said,  "is  not  a  matter  of  race  but  of  in- 
telligence." "Canadianism,"  we  shall  say,  "is  not  a  matter  of  race 
but  of  principles."

We  are  the  Seniors  of  the  University!  Four  years  of  the  life 
"just  meant  to  give  thy  soul  its  bent,  try  thee  and  turn  thee  forth 
sufficiently  impressed"  have  been  our  privilege.  That  we  have 
given  our  soul  its  proper  "bent"  is  our  hope ;  that  we  have  been 
deeply  impressed  is  our  declaration  ;  but  that  we  have  been  sorely 
tried,  in  many  and  various  ways,  is  our  firm  conviction. 

( )ur  year  historv  is  the  usual  history  of  college  students.  When 
we  entered  Varsity  in  the  autumn  of  1920  we  had  a  large  year; 
strangely  enough,  in  the  next  year  it  was  smaller;  in  1922  it  was 
smaller  still,  and  this  year  beheld  the  enrolment  of  a  select  and  able 
band  of  seniors  who  had  emerged  safely  from  multitudinous  ex- 
aminations, nine-o'clocks,  Hart  House  dances,  rugby  and  hockey 
matches,  banquets  and  class  parties. 

The  senior  year  has  a  further  place  in  history,  in  that  it  was 
chiefly  instrumental  in  bringing  about  the  system  of  separate  execu- 
tives for  the  men  and  the  women.  This  division  of  the  executive 
function  has  led  to  a  closer  union  of  the  men  with  the  men  and  the 
women  with  the  women,  without  in  any  way  loosening  that  bond 
which  must  exist  alwavs  between  members  of  a  class. 


An  innovation  in  University  College  this  year  is  the  programme 
of  college  dances,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  create  a  feeling  of 
unity  between  the  four  years  which  has  been  lacking  hitherto.  The 
first  dance  of  this  kind  was  under  the  auspices  of  the  senior  year 
and  its  success  leaves  no  doubt  that  these  gatherings  fill  a  long-felt 
need. 

In  sports,  we,  like  Barkis,  are  always  "willin',"  and  both  men 
and  women  have  been  well  represented  on  'Varsity  and  interfaculty 
teams.  A  greater  interest  in  debating  and  in  the  drama  has  been 
exhibited  lately  in  the  university  and  with  just  pride  we  recall  the 
names  of  outstanding  orators  and  playwrights  who,  in  the  Debating 
Union  and  in  the  U.C.  Players'  Guild,  have  brought  honour  to  the 
year. 

2T4  has  shown  its  merits  in  the  sphere  of  undergraduate  life. 
Now,  as  the  graduating  class,  it  goes  forth  into  a  very  different 
unacademic  atmosphere.  There  again,  it  is  to  be  hoped  (although 
"the  oracles  are  dumb")  to  be  an  agent  of  progress  as  befits  the 
traditions  of  the  University  of  Toronto.

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University  College  Literary  and  Athletic  Society 


With  an  enthusiastic  display  of  interest  in  every  phase  of 
college  activity,  this  year  may  well  he  considered  a  great  success 
by  the  University  College  Literary  and  Athletic  Society.  The  new- 
Society,  formed  in  1922.  has  amply  fulfilled  all  that  was  expected 
of  it  at  the  time  of  the  reorganization.  Not  only  have  the  old  tra- 
ditions of  the  important  place  of  U.C.  in  University  life  been  well 
sustained,  but  new  activities,  suited  to  the  present  type  of  under- 
graduate student  organization,  have  been  introduced  which  have 
set  a  high  standard  for  all  coming  years. 

The  development  of  a  healthy  college  spirit  among  all  men  in 
all  years  has  been  the  chief  point  of  interest  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  the  system  of  separate  executives  which  has  been  used  for 
the  first  time  being  largely  responsible  for  this.  All  of  the  men's 
activities  have  been  brought  into  closer  contact  with  the  "Lit"  and  in 
cases  where  joint  action  has  been  necessary  for  various  year  func- 
tions the  combined  men's  and  women's  executives  have  been  able 
to  work  together  as  under  the  old  system.  The  greater  unity  evi- 
denced among  the  men  of  the  college  is  traceable  to  the  more  direct 
interest  called  forth  by  the  fact  that  all  of  the  purely  male  under- 
graduates' activities  are  handled  by  their  own  executives.  An  inno- 
vation of  this  year  also  has  been  the  initiation  of  freshmen  of  the 
college  under  the  supervision  of  this  Society.  The  freshmen  were 
made  to  feel  their  places  in  the  spirit  of  the  college  by  a  large 
"Smoker,"  and  Supper  in  Hart  House  afterwards. 

The  Literary  meetings  of  the  Society  have  been  marked  by  the 
general  discussions  after  debates  in  which  all  members  joined  and 
which  greatly  enlivened  the  proceedings.  The  executive  has  made 
it  a  policy  to  conduct  a  minimum  of  routine  business  at  the  general 
meetings.  In  the  Inter-College  Debating  Union,  Osgoode  Hall  were 
the  victors  in  the  first  debate  which  was  well  contested  by  U.C. 
The  interyear  debates  were  of  an  extremely  high  order  and  were 
held  on  subjects  which  were  of  great  interest  to  the  College.  An 
address  of  great  interest  was  that  delivered  by  the  Honorary  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  who  related  his  personal  experiences  in  the 
Japanese  earthquake.  All  of  the  meetings  have  closed  with  a  social 
hour  in  the  Great  Hall  in  which  community  singing  was  a  prom- 
inent feature  of  the  programme.  There  have  been  three  publications 
of  the  "Once-In-A-While"  during  the  year  and  thus  the  students 
have  been  kept  in  close  touch  with  all  college  activities. 

In  university  athletics  the  college  has  certainly  done  her  share 
as  is  evidenced  by  the  U.C.  representation  on  all   'Varsity  teams. 


The  showing  made  by  the  first  year  augurs  well  for  the  next  few 
years.  In  interfaculty  competition  we  have  again  had  a  champion- 
ship water  polo  and  swimming  team,  indeed  a  polo  team  that  went 
through  a  strenuous  schedule  without  a  defeat.  In  the  interfaculty 
rugby  series,  the  Junior  U.C.  team  distinguished  itself  by  reaching 
the  semi-finals,  and  the  college  soccer  team  also  reached  the  semi- 
finals, going  down  to  defeat  after  a  titanic  battle  with  S.P.S.  It  is 
indeed  fitting  that  the  showing  of  our  track  team  be  recognized  as 
a  great  achievement,  as  it  finished  second  in  the  interfaculty  track 
meet.  A  notable  feat  was  accomplished  by  one  of  our  track-men 
who  established  a  new  Canadian  record  in  the  pole-vault.  The 
college  has  also  been  well  represented  in  hockey  with  two  teams, 
and  our  indoor  baseball  and  basketball  teams  are  winning  with  a 
consistent  regularity  which  gives  us  at  the  present  time  hopes  for 
more  championships.  An  athletic  dinner  under  the  auspices  of  the 
alumni  of  the  college  is  being  planned  for  this  year  which  w'ill 
undoubtedly  prove  a  fitting  climax  to  a  very  successful  year  for  our 
college  on  the  gridiron,  track,  and  in  the  tank. 

Our  social  functions  were  crowned  with  the  highly  successful 
"Arts  Ball,"  which  was  again  held  in  Hart  House.  Under  the 
"Lit"  a  programme  of  four  college  dances  has  been  held,  each  year 
executive  being  responsible  for  one.  These  dances  have  fulfilled 
the  highest  expectations  of  the  executive,  uniting  the  social  functions 
of  the  college  as  a  whole  in  a  way  that  class  parties  of  former  years 
did  not  do.  A  faculty  night,  with  the  title  of  "The  U.C.  Follies," 
has  been  arranged  in  I  [art  House.  This  marks  an  innovation  in  the 
history  of  University  College  events  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
become  an  annual  affair. 

The  prospects  for  the  future  are  very  bright.  With  the  depar- 
ture of  the  University  administration  offices  to  the  new  building  the 
hopes  that  have  been  held  out  for  some  years  that  University  College 
men  would  have  a  common  room  are  about  to  be  realized.  Recog- 
nizing the  important  place  of  the  society  in  the  life  of  the  college 
the  authorities  are  planning  to  give  the  "Lit"  more  commodious 
offices  and  committee  rooms.  Considering  the  place  attained  by  U.C. 
in  athletics,  the  growing  interest  in  the  literary  programme,  the 
success  of  social  functions  and  the  re-awakened  college  spirit  dis- 
played during  the  past  year,  the  retiring  executive  feels  assured 
that  from  now  on  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  University  College  will 
hold  her  place  in  the  forefront  of  university  activities.

"The  knowledge  which  a  man  can  use  is  the  only  real  knowl- 
edge, the  only  knowledge  which  has  life  and  growth  in  it,  and  con- 
verts itself  into  practical  power."  And  thus  it  was,  that,  having 
once  acknowledged  the  varied  needs  of  the  avowedly  cosmopolitan 
undergraduate,  the  University  College  Women's  Literary  Society 
seriously  set  itself  to  gratify  one  phase  of  this  many  sided  character. 

Above  all,  the  society  wished  to  provide  University  women  with 
an  opportunity  to  practise  public  speaking,  and  undoubtedly  the 
natural  medium  for  this  is  the  debate.  Accordingly  several  wordy 
battles  have  raged  under  the  auspices  of  the  Women's  "Lit"  this 
college  year.  As  the  number  of  debaters  seldom  exceeded  four,  it 
was  generally  possible  to  assign  to  so  small  a  group  the  type  of 
argument  best  suited  to  the  individual's  forensic  gifts.  The  result 
was  a  generous  range  of  subjects — philosophical,  practical  and  im- 
aginative. 

In  one  of  the  first  meetings  of  the  year,  partly  to  forestall  any 


possible  obsession  regarding  the  "kit's"  highbrowism,  and  partly  to 
encourage  the  love  of  fun  so  often  seriously  jeopardized  in  the  first 
months  at  college,  a  wide  selection  of  reading,  representing  our  fore- 
most humorists,  was  presented.  This  policy,  expanded  to  embrace 
more  serious  works,  was  constructive,  insofar  as  it  might  prove  of 
real  assistance  in  a  wise  choice  of  reading  and  was  pursued  in  suc- 
cessive meetings.  Within  a  few  months'  time,  the  society  had  pre- 
sented for  discussion  the  works  of  Drummond,  Louis  Hemon, 
Kipling,  Gilbert  and  Sullivan,  Irwin,  Violet  Jacobs.  Charles  Murray 
and  Beerbohm. 

It  has  always  been  the  "kit's"  object  to  definitely  promote  a 
wider  literary  knowledge  and  with  that  end  in  view  it  has  en- 
deavoured to  secure  the  active  co-operation  of  its  members.  Many 
of  the  very  best  papers  delivered  before  the,  society  were  prepared 
by  undergraduate  members,  with  an  eagerness  and  ability  which 
augurs  well  for  their  future  success  in  life's  forum.

The  Women's  Undergraduate  Association  of  University  College 


The  Women's  Undergraduate  Association  is  the  self-govern- 
ment organization  of  University  College,  and  its  membership  in- 
cludes every  woman  undergraduate  registered  in  the  College.  The 
Executive,  the  Women's  Undergraduate  Council,  consists  of  an 
Honorary  President  (a  member  of  the  Faculty  or  wife  of  a  mem- 
ber), a  President  and  a  Vice-President  (members  of  the  Fourth 
Year),  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer  (member  of  the  Third  Year), 
the  Presidents  of  each  year  and  of  the  Women's  Societies, 
the  Head  Girl  of  Queen's  Hail  and  a  representative  of  the  U.C.  Wo- 
men's residences. 

The  term  commenced  with  Miss  Josephine  Struthers  as  Presi- 
dent. But,  owing  to  unavoidable  circumstances.  Miss  Struthers  was 
obliged  to  resign.  She  was  ably  succeeded  by  Miss  Margaret  Thomas. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  President  of  each  year  has  become 
automatically  a  member  of  the  Women's  Undergraduate  Council. 
This  direct  linking  of  the    year    executives    with    the    W.U.A.    has 


proved  an  advantage  over  the  former  system  of  separate  year  rep- 
resentatives. 

The  duties  of  the  Association  include  the  direction  of  Athletics. 
The  Vice-President  of  the  W.U.A.  is  Director  of  Athletics  and  has 
a  staff  of  curators  to  assist  her.  This  year,  a  special  effort  has  been 
made  to  encourage  participation  in  Athletics  among  the  women  of 
the  College.  Inter-year  sports  have  been  introduced  and  have  had 
enthusiastic  support. 

The  W.U.A.  is  particularly  concerned  with  the  reception  of  the 
first  year.  During  the  two  days  of  registration  an  "Information 
Bureau"  is  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  newcomer.  Initiations 
are  also  under  the  supervision  of  the  W.U.A.  The  social  functions 
of  the  year  included  an  informal  party  for  the  Freshies,  held  the  first 
week  of  the  term,  and  the  Annual  Autumn  Tea  at  which  the  under- 
graduates were  given  an  opportunity  to  meet  each  other  and  the 
wives  of  the  Facultv.

CHANCELLOR  R.   P.   BOWLES 


The  path  of  Canadian  development  is  beset  with  distinctive  problems.  They 
have  their  source  in  racial  and  geographic  facts — facts  which  will  persist  and  breed 
new  problems  for  new  generations.  By  no  constitutional  form  or  master  stroke 
of  political  sagacity  can  they  be  dismissed.  Persistent  and  indigenous  problems 
have  at  least  this  virtue — they  take  no  one  by  surprise.  They  are  expected  and 
are  never  altogether  new.  In  the  course  of  time  the  nation  develops  a  special 
wisdom  in  dealing  with  them.  It  may  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  first  duties  of  all 
citizens  to  understand  the  history  of  their  own  country.  It  is 'unpardonable  that 
the  students  of  our  Canadian  Universities  should  be  without  understanding  of  the 
principles  which  have  found  expression  in  the  constitutional  history  of  the  Domin- 
ion and  in  the  attitude  of  political  leaders  to  the  persistent  problems  of  Canadian 
unity.  The  ignorance  which  scoffs  at  the  seriousness  of  our  problems  or  seeks  to 
solve  them  by  a  policy  of  studied  neglect,  is  utterly  out  of  place.  I  covet  for  the 
graduates  of  our  universities  such  knowledge  of  the  past  as  will  give  present  wis- 
dom. The  disposition  to  trust  the  provinces  and  sections  of  the  Dominion  other 
than  one's  own,  to  understand  and  see  the  values  of  those  who  differ  in  language 
and  religion,  to  be  perfectly  fair-minded  in  interpreting  class  and  occupational  de- 
mands and  ideals — these  should  be  special  characteristics  of  university  men  and 
women.  One  might  despair  of  his  country  if  its  educated  citizens  showed  no 
superiority  to  deplorable  racial  and  class  prejudices.

To  ns,  they  will  ever  recall  those  stormy  days 
of  our  first  year,  when,  with  much  skill  and  caution,  we  had  success- 
fully baffled  the  Freshman — thirsty  Sophomores,  and  had  gathered 
in  some  distant  church  to  practise  that  yell.

At  the  moment  of  writing  these  words  along  the  lines  of  Canadian  Nationality 
1  am  told  that  a  quarter  million  Canadians  crossed  over  into  the  United  States 
during  the  past  year  at  Detroit  alone.  It  is  a  fact  that  we  have  been  losing  more 
to  the  United  States  than  we  have  been  gaining  from  Europe.  Under  the  circum- 
stances it  is  pretty  difficult  to  be  very  enthusiastic  about  the  future  of  Canadian 
Nationality.  Of  course  one  could  ignore  these  facts  and  shout  aloud  the  wonder- 
ful expanse  of  Canada,  Canada's  unlimited  wheat  fields,  her  untold  resources  of 
wealth  in  forest,  mine  and  stream.  It  sounds  well,  rings  true  and  stirs  the  blood. 
Alas !  these  were  all  here  a  thousand  years  ago.  The  difference  between  then  and 
now  is  largely  that  at  that  time  none  of  the  present  breed  of  Canadians  was  here. 
If  the  present  flow  to  the  south  continues  it  will  not  be  long  before  there  will  not 
be  many  of  the  English  speaking  stock  of  Canadians  of  to-day  living  in  Canada. 

I  believe  that  Canadians  have  something  distinctive  about  them,  that  there  is 
some  ground  for  laying  claim  to  a  nationality  as  far  as  character  is  concerned. 
An  odd  one  from  the  British  Isles,  especially  if  he  comes  here  at  an  early  age, 
assimilates  Canadian  charactersitics.  As  a  rule  we  must  wait  for  the  second  or 
even  third  generation  before  we  find  the  true  Canadian  type.  It  is  one  of  which 
we  have  every  right  to  be  proud.  It  is  this  type  which  is  passing  over  to  the 
south  by  hundreds  of  thousands  and  it  is  being  replaced  by  people  from  Europe 
who  will  take  two  or  three  generations  to  be  as  much  a  part  of  us  as  those  whom 
they  are  replacing. 

There  will  never  be  a  real  Canadian  Nationality  before  this  problem  is  solved 
and  it  will  never  be  solved  until  it  is  fairly  faced  by  the  best  thought  of  the 
country. University  graduates,  if  any,  realizing  the  danger  and  fired  by  a  love  for 
their  country  should  be  able  to  lend  help.  In  many  cases  people  would  be  willing, 
at  some  sacrifice  to  themselves,  to  remain  here  if  the  matter  were  presented  to 
them  in  the  proper  light.  Such  a  means  as  that  must,  however,  prove  inadequate 
to  stop  what  looks  like  a  natural  stream.  Some  natural  remedy  must  be  found. 
Let  us  all  put  our  heads  and  shoulders  together  to  avert  this  ruin  which  is  hanging 
over  our  country.

For  a  new  generation  of 
college  men  and  women  to 
put  themselves  in  line  with 
the  growing  national  spirit 
in  Canada  is  to  attune 
themselves  with  the  future. 
Out  of  the  last  century 
struggle  for  Representative 
Government  proceeded  an 
infant  national  spirit  given 
room  and  atmosphere  of 
growth  in  Confederation, 
and  started  on  its  real 
career  through  the  linking 
up  of  the  far  scattered  por- 
tions of  our  Country.  The 
year  1885. — the  year  of 
the  completion  of  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  Railway, — 
our  greatest  national  un- 
dertaking so  far — was 
epochal  in  the  history  of 
Canada.  Since  that  date," 
the  growth  of  a  national 
spirit  in  Canada,  affecting 
profoundly  and  actively 
every  department  of  our  political,  social,  educational  and  religious 
life,  has  been  astonishing.  One  almost  rubs  one's  eyes  when  com- 
paring the  Canada  of  to-day  with  that  of  even  twenty-five  years  ago. 
It  is  a  curious  and  a   fascinating  development,  shaped  by  two 


potent  circumstances.  The  first  of  these  is  our  strategically  domin- 
ant position  geographically — always  a  determinant  factor  in  the  life 
of  any  country.  Situated  in  the  northern  half  of  the  North  Amer- 
ican continent,  between  the  two  oceans  which  wash  the  shores  of 
Europe  and  the  East,  Canada  is  a  link  between  the  two  great  areas 
of  the  world's  development.  The  consciousness  of  this  fact  could 
react  in  only  one  direction — the  gradual  emergence  of  a  sense  of 
self-identity — not  yet  very  profound,  it  is  true,  but,  as  the  internal 
and  external  problems  of  our  situation  force  more  and  more  at- 
tention upon  ourselves,  inevitable  in  its  development. 

The  other  circumstance  is  that  sense  of  identity  with  the 
destinies  of  the  British  Empire  which  lies  so  deep  within  our 
national  soul,  and  which,  over  and  over  again,  has  burst  out  in  a 
tide  of  almost  passionate,  at  times  even  apparently  reasonless  and 
entirely  instinctive,  devotion.  The  events  of  the  Great  War,  need- 
less to  say,  have  not  only  immensely  deepened  this  feeling,  but 
definitely  committed  the  Canadian  people  to  a  relationship  to  the 
world's  life  through  the  British  Empire. 

Out  of  the  interplay  of  these  two  forces,  Canadian  national 
spirit  is  developed.  Both  must  be  carefully  reckoned  with.  He 
who  fails  to  perceive  the  presence  and  the  significance  of  either  (as 
some  apparently  do)  will  find  himself  out  of  the  main  current  of 
the  future. 

The  destiny  of  this  young  nation,  the  slow  but  certain  inter- 
locking of  her  unfolding  giant  powers  with  the  world  forces  of  the 
future, — who  can  say?  One  thing,  however,  is  clear:  the  day  calls 
for  an  enlightened,  sincere,  unselfish,  and  truly  patriotic  citizenship. 
Mav  the  graduating  class  of  '24  number  themselves  among  those  with 
the  vision  and  the  moral  power  to  rise  to  the  occasion.

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The  History  of  the  Commerce  Course 


Several  years  ago  a  course  in  commerce  was  included  in  the 
University  curriculum,  giving  not  a  degree,  but  a  diploma.  There 
were  two  students  under  one  graduate. 

In  the  autumn  of  1920  some  twenty-five  students,  including 
three  "co-eds,"  came  to  the  University  to  enrol  in  a  new  commerce 
course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Commerce.  Those 
twenty-five  have  sadly  diminished  in  numbers  and  the  present  fourth 
year  numbers  only  seven.  The  course,  however,  has  proved  very 
popular  and  the  number  of  students  has  increased  rapidly.  In  the 
second  year  of  its  existence  it  attracted  about  thirty  freshmen ;  in 
its  third  year  forty  and  in  the  fourth  the  men  and  women  numbered 
slightly  over  eighty. 

In  the  first  year  of  its  existence  the  male  members  of  the  course 
formed  an  organization  known  as  the  Commerce  Club  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  the  purposes  of  which  were  to  look  after  the  in- 
terests of  the  members  of  the  course ;  to  promote  a  spirit  of  fellow- 
ship amongst  them  and  to  carry  on  discussions  on  various  topics  of 
interest.  In  this  they  have  had  a  fair  measure  of  success,  both  in 
regard  to  the  interests  of  the  members  and  in  many  successful  meet- 
ings held  during  the  past  four  years.  The  present  graduating  year 
leaves,  feeling  assured  that  the  course  will  grow  in  strength  and  will 
have  many  successful  years.

To  the  Graduating  Class  in  Medicine 


by 
DEAN    PRIMROSE 


The  graduation  of  the 
present  class  of  students 
of  the  final  year  in  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  marks 
an  interesting  epoch  in  the 
teaching  of  medicine  in  the 
University  of  Toronto.  It 
is  the  last  group  of  stu- 
dents to  graduate  under 
the  old  requirements  of 
five  years  of  study.  The 
new  curriculum  for  the  de- 
gree in  medicine  demands 
an  undergraduate  course 
extending'  over  six  years. 
If  we  consider  also  the 
higher  entrance  require- 
ments ( honour  matricula- 
tion )  we  find  that  practi- 
cally an  additional  year  in 
preparatory  study  is  now 
required  he  fore  the  stu- 
dent is  eligible  to  register, 
and  to  enter  upon  a  course 
of  professional  training  in 
Medicine  in  this  Univer- 
sity. Thus  it  becomes  ap- 
parent that  the  demands^ 
on  the  time  and  the  finan- 
cial resources  of  the  stu- 
dent have  grown  tremendously  in  the  last  score  of  years.  Those  of 
us  who  are  senior  teachers  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  had  to  be 
satisfied  in  our  student  days  with  four  years  of  professional  study; 
our  immediate  predecessors,  in  turn,  qualified  in  still  shorter  time, 
and  in  a  former  period,  still  more  remote,  the  apprentice  system  was 
in  vogue,  while  the  University  in  the  main  merely  made  provision 
for  didactic  lectures,  conducted  examinations  and  conferred  degrees. 


We  may  therefore  with  profit  inquire  into  the  purpose  of  the 
present  exacting  requirements  of  a  curriculum  in  Medicine.  The 
advance  in  science,  in  all  its  branches,  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, has  been  tremendous.  Many  new  discoveries  of  scientific 
truth  have  been  applied  to  the  practice  of  medicine.  It  therefore 
results  that,  in  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  it  is  imperative  to 
devote  more  time  to  pure  science  on  the  one  hand  and  to  the  studv 
of  the  clinical  application  of  scientific  truth  on  the  other.  The 
curriculum  in  medicine  to-day  is  framed  for  the  purpose  of  educat- 
ing men  and  women  to  become  general  practitioners.  It  represents 
the  minimum  requirements  for  a  thorough  training  such  as  is  essen- 
tial for  general  practice.  It  has  been  stated  that  each  patient 
treated  by  the  doctor,  in  his  daily  routine  of  work,  presents  a  problem 
in  scientific  research  and  so  it  comes  about  that  the  student  in  med- 
icine must  become  saturated  with  research  methods  both  in  the 
foundation  sciences  of  medicine  and  in  the  scientific  investigation 
of  disease  at  the  bedside. 

Medical  education  is  attracting  world-wide  attention  at  the 
present  time.  The  curriculum  of  studv  is  constantly  under  re- 
vision. International  conferences  are  held  annually,  prominent 
educationalists  travel  from  one  important  centre  to  another  for  the 
purpose  of  learning  the  methods  of  individual  institutions  at  first 
hand.  There  is  a  well  organized  effort  to  reach  the  ideal  and.  on 
viewing  the  situation,  one  is  justified  in  concluding  that  the  prac- 
titioner of  the  future  will  have  the  highest  possible  qualifications  to 
combat  successfully  the  problems  of  disease  and  suffering.  He  will 
thus  be  able  to  render  the  greatest  service  to  humanity. 

The  course  of  instruction  at  Toronto  has  attracted  wide-spread 
attention.  Most  favourable  comment  has  been  passed  upon  it  by 
many  educationalists  from  abroad.  The  hope  is  that  our  graduates 
may  be  found  to  have  received  an  education  second  to  none  of  those 
who  are  engaged  in  medical  practice  and  that  they  will  be  equipped 
as  never  before  to  assume  the  duties  of  Canadian  citizenship  in  a 
field  of  usefulness  where  they  will  be  called  upon  to  minister  to 
their  fellows  in  the  preservation  of  health  and  in  the  cure  of  disease.

Lease  Fire!  (  )Ut  of  the  cloud  of  smoke  and  the  ruins  of  many 
nations,  marched  the  young  manhood  of  Canada.  To  those  whose 
pessimism  and  distant  view  raised  fears  for  young  Canadians' 
ambitions  as  a  result  of  the  war.  no  antidote  could  have  been  more 
effectual  than  the  inspiring  sight  offered  by  the  swarming  of  our 
ex-service  men  back  to  the  tree  of  knowledge.  No  branch  of  that 
tree  was  more  radiant  than  our  own  Varsity.  With  a  total  attend- 
ance of  some  6.000  students,  and  freshman  classes  in  all  faculties 
greater  than  ever  in  the  history  of  the  university,  class  rooms  and 
laboratories  were  crowded  beyond  the  point  of  consistent  with  effic- 
iency.  Of  this  assembly  medical  freshmen  constituted  416  men  and 
women.  The  new  regulations  requiring  six  years  study  had  just 
come  into  force;  but  granting  the  educational  advantages  of  life 
and  travel  in  military  service,  the  Senate  sanctioned  the  organiza- 
tion for  212  returned  men  and  women  of  another  and  final  class  for 
the  five-year  course.  Thus  came  into  being  in  September,  1919, 
Toronto's  Medical  returned-soldier  year,  the  Class  of  2T4. 

The  peculiar  character  of  this  year  was  early  manifest.  After 
solving  the  puzzle  of  faculty  registration  and  class  enrolment,  at- 
tention was  immediately  focused  upon  the  sophomore  year  and  or- 
ganization rushed  to  anticipate  a  surprise  attack  by  that  traditional 
enemy.  Discretion  being  the  better  part  of  valour,  however,  the 
sophomores,  aware  of  the  superior  numbers  of  the  first  year  and 
the  experienced  "scrappers"  of  2T4.  paid  us  the  compliment  of  at- 
tacking 2T5  on  a  morning  when  our  lectures  began  at  ten  o'clock. 

The  irony  of  study  of  the  Relation  of  Science  to  Civilization 
being  too  much  for  returned  men,  that  subject  was  happily  with- 
drawn from  our  curriculum. 

The  reaction  to  war  curtailment  of  social  functions  found  free 
expression  at  Varsity  during  those  early  post-war  years,  and  inter- 
jected between  hours  of  enlightment  concerning  comparative  anat- 
omy and  the  pent  up  power  of  the  atom,  2T4  had  its  fling.  Besides 
the  complimentary  banquet  to  the  sophomore  class  and  the  first 
annual  year  dance,  the  Varsity  Veterans'  informal  dance  in  the  Fall. 


their  informal  At-Home  in  the  Spring,  the  Medical  Society  At- 
Honie  and  a  class  skating  party  in  January  provided  many  oppor- 
tunities for  sowing  the  seeds  of  friendship  found  now  in  full  bloom. 

Undaunted  by  the  retreat  of  our  worthy  president  into  the 
sanctuary  of  domestic  bliss,  large  numbers  of  the  class  found  great 
glory  on  athletic  fields.  Besides  having  five  men  in  the  senior  rugbv 
squad,  three  Intercollegiate  Boxing  championships  were  won,  and  a 
creditable  number  helped  the  senior  soccer  team  bring  home  the 
Intercollegiate  championship.  In  interfaculty  competition  our  stal- 
warts helped  Junior  Meds  win  the  Mulock  Cup  in  rugbv,  the  Jen- 
ning's  Cup  in  hockey  and  the  Davidson  Cup  in  the  Assault-at-Arms. 
Tending  now  to  an  exaggerated  idea  of  our  importance,  our  alloca- 
tion of  seats  to  the  ulterior  regions  of  Convocation  Hall  for,  and 
the  withdrawing  of  the  first  years'  stunts  from,  the  Daffydil  pro- 
gram, together  with  the  approach  of  Spring  examinations,  ade- 
quately reminded  us  of  our  lowly  status  in  university  life. 

The  passing,  just  at  the  close  of  the  session,  of  our  much- 
respected  classmate,  Mr.  A.  B.  Osterhout,  rang  down  a  rather  sad 
curtain  upon  a  very  happy  and  beneficial  year. 

In  spite  of  the  casualties  entailed  the  first  time  over  the  top,  a 
muster  parade  on  registration  day  of  the  second  session  showed  a 
full  strength  unit  (212)  ready  for  another  "do."  Involved  in  the 
puzzle  of  the  structure  and  function  of  the  human  body,  not  much 
time  was  offered  for  fun  and  frolic.  But  duty  demanded  an  in- 
itiation, and  despite  the  loss  of  our  O.C..  Mr.  I.  Lloyd  Johnstone 
(carried  by  the  current  of  fortune  back  to  "Blighty"  to  the  Middle- 
sex London  Hospital),  a  stratagem  in  which  two  sections  of  2T6 
were  pitted  against  each  other  for  a  number  of  minutes  before  being 
pounced  upon  by  2T4,  gave  us  an  easy  victory  over  the  freshmen  in 
the  "authorized  rush"  at  the  stadium.  Graced  with  a  little  more 
consideration  for  our  captives,  however,  than  is  perhaps  the  rule. 
we  endeavored  to  remove  the  mud  and  grease  which  they  received 
in  the  conflict  by  head-on  immersions  in  a  large  vat  of  water. 
Armistice  Day  was  celebrated  by  a  theatre  party  to  Pantages.     The 
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social  round  included  all  the  functions  of  the  previous  year  and 
a  few  more.  Representatives  of  2T4  were  found  on  the  various 
athletic  teams,  including  the  Rugby  team,  which  won  the  Inter- 
collegiate championship,  the  Med.  Interfaculty  Champion  Harrier 
team  and  Intercollegiate  Champion  Harrier  team,  as  well  as  the  Jr. 
Med  Basketball  team,  which  was  in  the  finals  for  the  Sifton  Cup. 
This  session  saw  the  production  of  the  war-reminiscent  play, 
"P.B.I.,  or  Madamoiselle  of  Bullygrenay,"  which  leaped  into  immed- 
iate popularity  and  which  numbered  some  of  2T4  among  its  cast. 

Mr.  Peter  Brown,  a  much  respected,  if  not  well-known  member 
was  removed  from  our  midst  by  the  Grim  Reaper;  and  Mr.  George 
McGilveray,  our  genial  treasurer  and  industrious  worker  for  the 
class,  was  much  missed  when  illness  necessitated  his  discontinuing 
the  study  of  medicine. 

Then  opened  the  confusing  third  session  with  a  roll  of  209. 
Many  were  the  bewilderments  and  discouragements  of  this  first 
clinical  year.  Brain  grinds  and  teeth  grinds  went  hand  in  hand 
during  the  first  term,  but  the  co-relation  of  the  mass  of  detail 
learned  by  the  end  of  the  year  provided  a  satisfaction  disturbed 
only  by  the  inevitable  "orals."  Assisted  by  members  of  2T4.  Senior 
Meds  met  and  defeated  in  the  finals  for  the  Mulock  Cup  the  Junior 
Med  team  (which  was  coached  by  a  member  of  2T4).  The  Sifton 
Cup  was  also  garnered  by  Sr.  Meds.  By  this  time  the  superfluity 
of  social  enticements  had  passed;  but  besides  the  usual  year  and 
facultv  dances,  the  Hart  House  Masquerade  added  much  to  the 
year's  enjoyment.  Members  of  the  year  were  especially  prominent 
in  the  Daffydil  production. 

The  fourth  session  found  the  class  much  augmented  by  the  in- 
flux of  students  from  other  universities,  notably  those  of  Western 
Canada.  Applying  ourselves  now  to  the  practical  side  of  medicine, 
the  year's  work  was  intensely  interesting ;  though  long  hours  of  lec- 
tures in  the  afternoons  were  sometimes  productive  of  lethargy.  To 
one  of  the  year  goes  the  credit  of  having  introduced  the  first  Annual 
Medical  Athletic  Meet.  2T4  also  organized  Medical  indoor  base- 
ball and  interyear  hockey.  Dents  were  tied  for  the  Spalding  Cup, 
and  the  class  provided  a  majority  of  the  players  on  the  University 
Curling  team,  which  won  two  trophies.  The  Fourth  Annual  Year 
Dance  was  an  outstanding  success  for  which  the  careful  appoint- 
ments and  the  weird  decorations  were  largely  responsible.  By  the 
close  of  the  year,  news  leaked  out  that  our  sagacious  president,  some 
months  previously,  had  joined  the  great  body  of  "I  do's" — an  army 
of  whose  recruits  the  class  now  boasts  some  ten. 


The  final  year  started  off  with  a  bang  both  in  work  and  play. 
The  former  Was  necessitated  by  the  punctuality  of  paediatricians, 
the  importance  of  history  taking  to  the  physician,  and  the  irregular 
irregularity  of  the  obstetricians  and  emergency  surgeons.  As 
guests  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert  Bruce,  a  very  enjoyable  Sunday 
afternoon  tea  was  enjoyed  at  their  Lawrence  Park  residence.  The 
McEachren  Cup  in  tennis  was  won  by  a  member  of  the  class.  The 
Silverthorne  Interyear  Championship  Cup  in  indoor  baseball  has 
just  been  added  to  our  list  of  athletic  accomplishments.  In  an 
effort  to  hand  on  the  torch,  a  "Medicine  2T4  Cup"  has  been  donated 
by  the  class  for  annual  competition  in  the  Interyear  Assault-at- 
Arms.  Due  to  the  efforts  of  three  men  of  the  year,  an  undergrad- 
uate journal  has  been  instituted  for  the  monthly  publication  of 
articles  and  papers  of  medical  and  general  interest. 

Graduation  now  heralded  by  the  approach  of  the  Medical  At- 
Home  and  the  Graduation  Banquet,  a  strange  admixture  of  em- 
otions stirs  us.  We  are  justly  proud  of  the  standard  maintained 
by  the  class,  which  numbers  exactly  that  of  the  first  session  (212) 
and  of  whom  over  60  per  cent,  were  in  the  original1  freshman  class. 
Of  the  latter,  65  per  cent,  have  never  been  required  to  try  supple- 
mentary examinations.  Ten  members  were  elected  to  the  Alpha 
Omega  Alpha  Honour  Fraternity,  and  among  these,  one  (an  orig- 
inal member  of  2T4),  brought  special  honour  to  the  class  by  being 
the  first  woman  in  Canada  elected  to  this  society.  The  more  ma- 
ture years  and  the  more  serious  purpose  of  the  individual  members 
consequent  upon  overseas  service  are  perhaps  responsible  for  the 
consistent  application  which  has  produced  these  results.  But  in 
addition,  the  class  has  attained  an  athletic  record  surpassing  all  pre- 
vious years.  Besides  winning  four  individual  intercollegiate  cham- 
pionships, they  had  representatives  on  at  least  sixteen  interyear, 
interfaculty.  and  intercollegiate  championship  teams.  Fifteen  men 
hold  University  "T's"  and  two  co-eds  the  women's  colours.  2T4 
was  the  only  class  in  the  University  which  provided  funds  for  two 
shares  in  the  proposed  arena,  which  unfortunately  was  abandoned. 
While  less  prominent  in  social  activities  than  some  classes,  those 
functions  which  were  undertaken  have  always  been  carried  through 
to  a  successful  conclusion. 

To  the  members  of  the  Facultv  we  desire  to  acknowledge  a 
great  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  our  behalf.  May 
they  find  their  reward  in  the  ever-extending  circle  of  unselfish  ser- 
vice advanced  by  them,  and  now  to  be  taken  up  by  Medicine,  2T4.

The  191  members  of  the  class  of  2T4  first  foregathered  in  the 
"Little  Rvd  School"  in  September.  1920.  and  immediately  the  tone 
of  the  place,  though  already  high,  rose  about  four  octaves.  The 
first  bond  of  sympathy  was  given  by  the  common  misery  of  dreading 
the  initiations  and  shuddering  in  the  arms  of  each  other  at  the 
thought. 

The  class  can  justly  lay  claim  to  the  title  of  "The  First  and  the 
Last."  We  were  the  first  to  introduce  green  ties  and  the  classic 
exhortation,  "Lower  door,  Frosh."  We  absorbed  the  last  of  the 
ex-service  men.  and  these  gentlemen  brought  with  them  the  ma- 
turity of  judgment  and  balance,  which  in  combination  with  the 
youth  and  high  spirits  of  the  rest  of  the  class,  gave  to  the  year  the 
punch  which  enabled  it  to  buck  over  for  yards  four  times  in  suc- 
cession. We  were  the  last  to  undergo  the  real  old  time  initiation  ; 
who  among  the  elect  does  not  remember  the  "hot  box"  of  86  stal- 
warts with  barrel  staves?  We  were  also  the  last  to  get  even  with 
the  sophs  by  forcing  them  to  attend  a  midnight  theatre  party  (  with 
near-riot  attachment )  at  The  Star. 

Hie  traditional  School  spirit  in  sport  was  well  upheld,  and  our 
teams  in  junior  and  senior  events  were  always  well  to  the  fore, 
while  our  collection  of  individual  stars  on  interfaculty  teams  was  ex- 
celled only  by  the  Milky  Way. 

Having  a  number  of  amateur  Lotharios  whose  main  ambition 
was  to  make  Valentino  foam  at  the  mouth  with  jealousy,  our 
parties  were  always  the  pride  and  the  envy  of  the  University,  and 
this  was  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  artists  who  wandered  from 
their  allotted  field  and  found  a  resting  place  in  School. 

W.  A.  "Bill"  Osbourne  was  the  first  Moses  chosen  to  lead  the 
gang  to  the  promised  land  of  Sophdom,  and  though  the  beard  was 
lacking  he  went  Moses  one  better  and  arrived  himself.  In  the  first 
year  18  members  of  the  class  got  jolted  off  the  band  wagon,  but 
the  remainder  were  safely  delivered  to — 


|.  M.  Dymond  (alias  "Jack")  the  silver  tongued  orator,  "who 
exhorted  the  brethren"  so  well  that  they  surpassed  their  good  record 
of  class  spirit  and  excelled  themselves  in  all  the  things  which  a  good 
little  year  should  do,  and  especially  did  they  prove  themselves 
valiant  in  the  famous  battle  with  Meds  on  election  day,  when  the 
hordes  of  the  enemy  were  rolled  in  the  mud  and  School  won  a 
famous  victory.  When  exam,  time  rolled  by  26  had  seen  the 
moving  finger  write  "Mene,  mene, — ils  ne  passeront  pas." 

W.  J.  Reid,  another  "Bill,"  was  chosen  as  the  next  wielder  of 
the  gavel,  and  under  his  regime  the  class  assumed  the  dignity  of  the 
junior  and  essayed  to  carry  it  off  without  grinning.  They  fooled 
the  staff  so  well  that  in  the  annual  ploughing  match  but  16  of  the 
students  went  under,  and  those  remaining  entered  the  final  year 
under  the  protecting  wing  of — 

W.  A.  "Fred"  Becker,  who,  being  an  electrical,  was  a  good  man 
to  complete  the  circuit.  The  class  has  reached  the  pinnacle  of 
knowledge,  and  our  official  education  is  all  but  complete.  We  have 
learned  how  to  wangle  a  locker  at  Hart  House  instead  of  a  tote- 
box  ;  how  to  be  two  weeks  behind  in  all  the  labs  without  having  an 
avalanche  come  down  from  the  professorial  heights,  how  to  get 
rooters'  tickets  without  going  to  rooters'  practice,  and  last  but  not 
least,  the  more  brilliant  have  found  the  secret  of  getting  tickets  to 
Hart  House  Masquerade. 

So  far,  December  1st,  not  a  single  one  has  flunked  in  exams, 
so  that  gives  100  per  cent,  perfection.  Let's  hope  that  the  percent- 
age of  jobs  is  as  good,  so  that  on  going  out  into  the  hard,  cruel 
world,  none  of  us  may  be  so  choked  with  tears  that  he  cannot 
sprain  his  larynx  with  a  lusty  2T4  and  "Toike-Oike."

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The  Engineering  Society 


The  Engineering  Society  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  is 
the  oldest  Engineering  Society  in  Canada,  but  it  is  far  from  senility. 
It  was  founded  in  1885  by  T.  Kennard  Thomson  and  Herbert 
Bowman,  and  in  1886  it  had  141  members.  In  1893  the  membership 
fee,  formerly  optional,  was  made  obligatory  on  every  student,  and 
at  the  same  time  control  of  the  Society  was  turned  over  completely 
to  the  student  body.  The  present  system  by  which  the  members 
elect  a  President  and  an  executive  of  fifteen  members  was  in- 
stituted at  that  time.  The  members  of  the  executive  represent  the 
four  years  and  the  five  Engineering  Clubs :  Mechanical  and  Elec- 
trical, Chemical,  Civil,  Architectural,  and  Mining  and  Metallurgical. 

These  Clubs  divide  the  eight  departments  into  groups,  and 
though  membership  in  them  is  separate  from  membership  in  the 
Engineering  Society,  and  is  not  compulsory,  still  they  have  nearly 
all  the  men  in  School  on  their  lists.  The  Clubs  serve  a  useful  pur- 
pose in  the  social  life  of  the  School,  and  their  monthly  technical 
meetings  are  of  real  interest  and  value.  The  Engineering  Society,  as 
a  whole,  holds  a  meeting  every  alternate  week,  and  secures  the 
most  outstanding  men  in  the  profession  to  address  it  on  technical 
subjects  of  general  interest. 

One  of  the  most  appreciated  services  which  the  Society  renders 
is  the  maintaining  of  the  Engineering  Supply  Department  This  is 
a  small  department  store,  and  carries  all  the  materials  and  instru- 
ments needed  by  the  students,  together  with  a  very  large  and  varied 
stock  of  other  commodities. 

The  Society  assumes  the  financial  responsibility  for  the  thiee 


major  social  functions  of  the  Faculty — the  School  Dinner,  the  At- 
Home,  and  the  Faculty  Night  at  Hart  House,  and  under  its  present 
policy  directs  these  by  appointing  members  of  the  executive  to 
serve  as  chairmen  of  the  committees  in  charge  of  arrangements. 

"Transcations,"  the  official  publication  of  the  Society,  was  first 
issued  in  1886,  but  in  1907  a  monthly  magazine  was  substituted,  and 
this  arrangement  was  retained  until  1915,  when  a  new  '"Transca- 
tions," combined  with  a  "Year  Book,"  was  authorized.  This  pub- 
lication contains  the  addresses  given  before  the  Society  during  the 
year,  and  also  serves  as  an  annual  report  of  the  Society's  activities. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  other  University  organ- 
izations. The  S.P.S.  Students'  Christian  Association  is  closely 
allied  with  the  parent  Society,  and  the  Debating  Club  is  affiliated 
with  the  larger  University  Club.  A  press  committee  from  the 
Society  is  appointed  to  work  in  conjuction  with  "The  Varsity"  and 
School's  own  "Publicity  Bureau"  to  secure  proper  publication  of 
School  news.  Interfaculty  sporting  affairs  are  financed  and  pro- 
moted by  the  Society  working  in  close  harmony  with  the  Athletic 
Directorate  of  the  University. 

The  Society  works  in  a  variety  of  ways,  and  serves  in  very 
many  capacities,  but  every  one  fills  a  real  need,  and  though  the 
Society  has  grown  from  a  very  small  beginning  to  its  present  in- 
fluential position,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  it  has  reached 
its  limit  of  usefulness.  The  utmost  good  to  the  greatest  number 
can  only  be  secured  by  the  unselfish  co-operation  of  every  member, 
and  as  this  increases  we  look  for  still  greater  things.

In  beginning  this  class  history  we  bow  to  the  inevitable  bv  ad- 
mitting  we  were  lowly  Freshmen,  but  we  do  not  shrink  from  that 
admission,  because  we  are  aware  that  all  great  people  have  very 
humble  origins.  Turning  back  the  hands  of  the  clock  then,  we 
came  together  a  band  of  165  youths  and  maidens  on  a  bright  Sep- 
tember day,  some  fresh  from  High  School,  others  from  vocational 
fields  and  some  with  the  military  step  still  brisk,  to  the  R.C.D.S. 
and  subscribed  our  first  instalment  of  many  good  shekels  to  com- 
mence the  study  of  our  chosen  profession.  Dents,  2T4,  was  thus 
organized  and  ran  the  usual  chance  of  sinking  or  swimming. 

The  welding  together  of  our  large  class  was  a  task  not  accom- 
plished in  a  day  nor  a  week.  The  first  step  to  that  end  was  the 
vigorous  initiation  at  Varsity  stadium,  when  the  boys  proved  their 
worth  by  scaling  the  wall  and  carrying  battle  to  the  strong  Sopho- 
more class.  The  first  year  was  spent  in  care-free  fashion,  skipping 
lectures  at  times,  patronizing  the  shows,  manufacturing  spicy  lab. 
jokes,  cheering  the  Varsity  and  Dent  teams  to  victory,  and  with  the 
inevitable  boley  gauge,  carving  our  "ivories"  to  the  tune  of  "The 
Hours  I  Spent  with  Thee,  Dear  Heart." 

Sophomore  or  "Anatomy"  year,  (when  Cunningham's  manual 
was  our  best  friend )  found  2T4  a  consolidated  and  hard-working 
class,  ready  to  patronize  the  "Frosh"  and  hold  our  own  with  the 
Juniors,  despite  inferiority  in  numerical  strength.  The  latent  talent 
of  the  class  began  to  unfold  slowly  and  the  "Enzymes  of  2T4"  were 
much  in  evidence  in  every  form  of  college  and  university  activity. 
Members  of  the  class  were  prominent  in  executive,  literary,  athletic 
and  social  fields,  while  perhaps  the  outstanding  achievement  in  the 
athletic  firmament  was  the  victory  of  the  Junior  Dent  Indoor  Base- 
ball team  over  all  other  faculty  teams. 

With  the  fall  of  1922  the  class  started  in  for  "solid  dentistry." 
Our  numbers  were  slightly  increased  and  additional  honours  came  our 
way.  Important  executive  positions  fell  to  many  class  members 
and  they  did  not  fail  to  make  good  in  every  particular.  The  division 
of  the  class  into  three  groups  was  instrumental  in  possibly  lowering 
the  unity  of  class  spirit,  but  when  occasion  demanded  it  2T4  showed 
the  truth  of  the  maxim  "In  Unity  there  is  Strength,"  a  test  case 
being  in  mustering  our  reserves  at  critical  moments  against  the 
"Whizzbangs"  to  control  certain  school  activities. 


In  September.  1923,  we  awoke  to  find  ourselves  Seniors. 
Pardon  us,  if  we  moralize  a  little  at  this  point.  In  our  Freshman 
days,  we  looked  with  reverence  and  awe  on  Seniors  as  a  superior 
species  of  human  life  (and  as  indeed  we  really  believe  they  now 
are).  In  their  white  gowns  they  were  lords  of  creation  and  were 
subject  to  homage  and  respect.  Now  the  wind  has  turned  and  the 
trite  saying,  "By  your  inlays  shall  ye  be  known,"  makes  us  feel  quite 
humble  students  after  all. 

Space  forbids  but  a  brief  mention  of  some  outstanding  events 
and  members  of  the  class  on  this  page.  We  have  been  fortunate  in 
having  able  executive  officers  to  guide  the  destiny  of  the  class  and 
the  success  achieved  can  be  largely  attributed  to  their  efforts.  The 
class  presidents  have  been  as  follows:  rtrst  year,  W.  A.  Paul;  sec- 
ond year,  F.  C.  Simms  ;  third  vear  C.  J.  Clayton  and  fourth  vear, 
M.  J.  MacDonell.  ( )ur  S.A.C.  representatives :  F.  C.  Simms,  W.  A. 
Paul  and  W.  A.  Haughton,  (third  and  fourth  years).  Those 
occupying  seats  in  the  cabinet,  in  addition  to  the  class  presidents :

It  may  be  that  you  sometimes  ask  yourselves  what  the  necessity  is  for  training  foresters 
in  a  country  of  such  vast  forested  areas  as  Canada.  In  the  first  place,  I  will  say  that  there 
are  forests  and  forests;  there  are  trees  and  trees.  It  does  not  follow  that  an  area  covered 
with  forests  is  commercially  valuable  because  of  their  presence,  nor  that  one  tree  is  as  good  as 
another  for  the  various  purposes  of  the  market.  In  the  neighborhood  of  seventy  different  kinds 
of  trees  have  been  used  in  this  country  in  the  wood  and  timber  trade,  but  a  very  few  species 
contribute  the  greater  portion  of  the  output. 

The  manufactured  lumber  products  from  our  forests  increase  our  national  wealth  by  a 
quarter  of  a  billion  dollars  each  year.  Over  two  thirds  of  the  above  value  are  contributed  by 
six  different  kinds  of  trees.  The  pulp  and  paper  products  reach  an  annual  value  of  over 
S200.000.000  and  more  than  90  per  cent,  of  this  value  is  furnished  by  the  wood  of  four  kinds 
of  trees. 

Briefly,  our  forest  conditions  present  this  problem  :  Shall  we  accept  for  our  lumbering 
and  pulpwood  industries  the  wood  of  constantly  decreasing  quality  which  nature,  unguided, 
produces  when  the  equilibrium  in  the  forest  has  been  upset  by  tire,  disease,  or  logging  opera- 
tions, or  shall  we  exert  intelligent  effort  to  maintain  our  pine,  spruce,  and  other  valuable 
forests  and  thus  supply  the  forest  industries  with  wood  of  incomparable  quality  particularly 
adapted  to  their  needs? 

It  is  both  a  challenge,  to  human  intelligence  and  part  patriotism  to  keep  the  natural  forest 
areas  continuously  productive  in  terms  of  commercially  valuable  trees — trees  whose  products 
annually  increase  the  wealth  of  the  country  by  nearly  a  half  billion  dollars.  Hence,  the  reason 
for  the  existence  of  an  institution   for  the  training  of   foresters.

The  choice  of  a  profession  is  often  a  difficult  problem  for  many  young  men.  While  there 
are  a  few  with  fixed  tendencies  or  who  are  brought  up  under  an  influence  that  simplifies  their 
choice,  the  majority  seem  to  reach  a  decision  only  after  considerable  misgivings.

It  is  universally  conceded  that  live  stock  is  ana  absolute  necessity  to  successful  agricul- 
tural development  through  assisting  to  maintain  soil  fertility  and  by  converting  the  cheaper  ma- 
terials grown  on  the  farm  into  higher  priced  finished  food  products.  In  the  achievement  of  this, 
veterinary  skill  and  science  materially  assist  by  safeguarding  the  health  of  live  stock  and  pre- 
venting losses  through  various  ailments  and  diseases.  The  properly  trained  veterinarian,  aside 
from  the  monetary  benefits  accruing  to  himself  in  professional  work,  also  reciprocally  benefits 
the  community  at  large  by  preserving  the  health  of  animals. 

"The  live  stock  industry  is  the  corner-stone  of  agricultural  development  and  the  veterin- 
ary profession  is  its  greatest  safeguard."

However  great  the  trend  towards  commercialism,  every  pharmacist  must  realize  that  his 
professional  knowledge  takes  precedence  over  all  other  qualifications  and  determines  his 
status;  he  should  therefore  strive  to  perfect  and  enlarge  his  professional  knowledge.  He  should 
contribute  his  share  toward  the  scientific  progress  of  his  profession  and  encourage  and  par- 
ticipate in  research,  investigation  and  study. 

The  pharmacist  must  not  only  possess  business  training,  must  not  only  have  a  knowledge 
of  the  fundamental  scientific  facts  and  skill  for  applying  such  knowledge,  but  he  must  con- 
scientiously adhere  to  the  principles  of  conduct  as  set  forth  in  his  code  of  ethics. 

Being  legally  entrusted  with  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  narcotic  drugs  and  alcoholic  liquors 
he  should  merit  his  responsibility  by  upholding  and  conforming  to  the  laws  and  regulations 
governing  the  distribution  of  these  substances. 

He  should  hold  the  health  and  safety  of  his  patrons  to  be  of  first  consideration  and  make 
no  attempt  to  prescribe  or  treat  diseases  or  strive  to  sell  drugs  or  remedies  of  any  kind  for 
the  sake  of  profit. 

The  pharmacist  should  primarily  be  a  good  citizen,  and  should  uphold  and  defend  the 
laws  of  the  province  and  nation.  He  should  inform  himself  concerning  the  laws,  particularly 
those  relating  to  food  and  drug  adulteration  and  those  pertaining  to  health  and  sanitation,  and 
should  always  be  ready  to  co-operate  with  the  proper  authorities  having  charge  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws. 

He  should  never  discuss  the  therapeutic  effect  of  a  physician's  prescription  with  a  patron, 
nor  disclose  details  of  composition  which  the  physician  has  withheld,  suggesting  to  the  patient 
that  such  details  can  be  properly  discussed  with  the  prescriber  only.  When  an  obvious  error 
or  omission  in  a  prescription  is  detected  by  the  pharmacist  he  should  protect  the  interests  of 
his  patron  and  also  the  reputation  of  the  medical  practitioner  by  conferring  confidentially  upon 
the   subject,  using  the  utmost  caution   and  delicacy  in  handling  such  an  important  matter. 

lie  should  give  due  preference  to  the  productions  of  Canadian  manufacturers  when  sat- 
isfied that  the  usual  standards  of  quality  and  purity  have  been  met ;  opportunities  of  procuring 
similar  articles  of   foreign  make  at  slightly  lower  cost,  should  not  be  entertained.

The  Joint  Executive,  Students  Administrative  Councils 


T 


HE  Joint  Executive  of  the  Students  Administrative  Councils  is 
an  organization  which,  as  an  important  factor  in  student  gov- 
ernment, has  no  parallel  in  the  governing  systems  of  the  other 
great  universities  and  colleges  on  this  continent.  That  I  act  became 
established  at  the  sessions  of  the  Second  Biennial  Intercollegiate 
Conference  held  in  April,  1923,  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
Representatives  from  the  Students'  Councils  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  conveyed  to  the  delegates  assembled  at  this  great  conference 
the  salient  features  of  our  system  of  student  government  and  ad- 
ministration and  aroused  much  interest  by  their  explanations  of  the 
co-operation  attained  between  men  and  women  by  means  of  an 
united  student  body,  the  Joint  Executive.  The  problems  of  most 
co-educational  institutions  in  the  special  sphere  of  student  govern- 
ment revolve  about  this  difficulty  of  co-ordination  of  activity  be- 
tween men  and  women.  It  was,  therefore,  a  matter  of  no  small 
moment  to  the  delegates  who  brought  their  problems  to  the  round 
table  of  the  discussion  groups  to  find  that  a  great  University  had 
already  in  operation  an  executive  committee  which  had  demon- 
strated in  a  practical  way  that  these  problems  could  be  fairly  met 
and  overcome. 

The  Joint  Executive,  as  has  been  previously  stated  in  articles 
in  this  and  other  publications,  was  not  a  sudden  conception  of 
student  statesmen,  reduced  to  constitutional  terms  and  erected  over- 
night to  become  an  important  feature  of  an  established  system.  It 
was  a  development  growing  out  of  a  business  arrangement,  which, 
in  the  first  instance  was  concerned  only  with  the  administration  of 
funds  in  connection  with  the  publication  of  "The  Varsity"  and 
"Torontonensis."  Trior  to  this  arrangement,  which  was  reduced 
to  contract  form,  passed  upon  and  accepted  by  both  the  Men's  and 
Women's  Councils,  the  publication  of  the  undergraduate  newspaper 
and  the  year  book  had  been  under  the  direct  control  and  supervision 
of  the  Students  Administrative  Council.  During  the  war  year-. 
however,  the  women  took  so  large  a  part  in  the  maintenance  of  these 
publications  and  proved  so  valuable  an  addition  to  the  writing  staffs 
that  they  established  for  themselves  a  right  to  consideration  which 
it  had  previously  been  argued  they  did  not  have.     The  organization 


of  the  Women  Students  Administrative  Council  and  the  request  of 
the  women  for  permission  to  share  in  the  financing  of  the  publica- 
tions by  payment  of  the  same  fee  as  that  paid  by  the  men  further 
strengthened  their  claim  for  definite  acknowledgement  of  the  right 
to  share  in  the  administration.  The  difficulty  of  solving  the  prob- 
lems of  this  joint  control  of  publications  was  met  at  first  by  the 
contract  arrangement  referred  to.  which  basis  of  agreement  had  to 
be  ratified  annually  by  both  Councils.  This  annual  ratification, 
however,  which  had  to  he  accomplished  before  October  15th  in  each 
year,  and  the  fact  that  the  existence  of  a  very  important  part  of  the 
student  government  was  dependent  upon  a  contract  which  gave  no 
accepted  constitutional  standing  to  the  body  which  it  brought  into 
being,  led  to  the  appointment  in  1920  of  a  committee  of  members 
from  the  executives  of  both  Councils  to  discuss  the  whole  situation 
with  a  view  to  improvement  of  the  existing  conditions.  This  com- 
mittee recommended  the  organization  of  the  Joint  Executive  on  a 
constitutional  basis  and  drew  up  a  draft  constitution  which,  with 
some  alterations,  was  passed  by  both  Councils,  approved  by  the 
Caput  and  established  the  Joint  Executive  as  an  important  integral 
'part  of  student  government  in  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  members  of  the  Joint  Executive  are  the  members  of  the 
executives  of  the  Students  Administrative  Council  and  Women 
Students  Administrative  Council,  the  President  of  the  Men's 
Council  being  Chairman  and  the  President  of  the  Women's  Council 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  body.  It  receives  and  administers  the  stu- 
dent fees  annually  collected  and  supervises  the  publication  of  "The 
Varsity,"  "Torontonensis"  and  "The  Students'  Directory."  The 
appointment  of  the  senior  members  of  the  staffs  of  these  publications 
is  made  by  the  Joint  Executive  on  applications  and  recommendations 
received  and  honoraria  are  paid  by  it  to  those  appointed.  The 
student  body  is  represented  by  it  in  conference  with  the  Caput  and 
it  undertakes  and  carries  through  many  important  matters  in  the 
interests  of  the  students.  In  operation,  the  Joint  Executive  has 
proved  a  valuable  body  and  its  duties  and  responsibilities  have 
annually  expanded  as  its  capacity  for  satisfactory  administration 
has  been  demonstrated.

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Students'  Administrative  Council 


The  Students'  Administrative  Council  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  is  the  servant  of  all.  It  exists  for  this  purpose  alone  in 
spite  of  the  rather  formidable  word  "  administrative"  in  its  title. 
The  councillors  for  the  year  1923-1924  ought  to  be  remembered  for 
their  ability  to  work  and  their  inability  to  talk,  except  briefly  and  to 
the  point. 

The  Council  activities  continue  to  be  more  varied  and  more 
strenuous  each  year.  The  venture  of  publishing  a  daily  "Varsity" 
has  meant  more  work  and  co-operation  with  the  Joint  Executive. 
The  undergraduate  body  as  a  whole  has  been  better  served  than  ever 
in  its  newspaper. 

As  the  University  develops  and  grows  older,  the  value  of  the 
Council  as  a  medium  of  direct  communication  between  the  student 
body  and  the  Caput  and  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  will 
become  more  and  more  apparent.  This  year  has  marked  the  in- 
auguration of  a  policy  of  closer  contact  between  the  Council  and 
these  bodies  and  the  policy  has  been  amply  justified  by  the  results 
in  the  way  of  avoiding  misunderstandings  and  representing  student 
interests. 

The  Students'  Court  has  not  as  yet  developed  into  an  active 
body,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  its  new  constitution,  bequeathed  to  it 


by  the  council  of  two  years  ago,  is  a  model  of  completeness  and 
practicability.  It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  the  past  year  was 
singularly  clear  of  any  glaring  misdemeanours  on  the  part  of  any 
body  of  students. 

The  Literary  Organizations'  Committee  of  the  Council  was  re- 
sponsible for  staging  three  of  the  most  successful  debates  ever  held, 
although  Varsity  won  only  one  of  them.  We  had  the  honour  this 
year  of  debating,  at  home,  with  Oxford,  Queen's  and  Bates',  the 
latter  being  known  in  debating  circles  as  "the  little  college  that 
licked  the  world."  It  licked  the  U.  of  T.v  The  Literary  Organiza- 
tions' Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Stewards  of  Hart  House, 
inaugurated  this  vear  a  system  of  parliamentary  debates  in  1  [art 
House.  The  experiment  was  eminently  successful  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  in  the  future  this  will  be  one  of  the  most  notable  and 
popular  of  the  activities  of  Hart  House. 

The  Council  also  assisted  the  Athletic  Society  in  the  formation 
of  a  Rooters'  Club,  which  did  away  with  the  abuses  of  the  old 
Rooters'  Tickets  system.  The  Varsity  Glee  Club  has  been  carried 
for  another  year  and  was  successful  in  escaping  financial  em- 
barrassment as  well  as  in  giving  excellent  concerts.  Another  year 
will  probably  see  it  launched  out  under  independent  management  as 
one  of  the  honoured  clubs  of  the  LTniversitv.

Women  Students'  Administrative  Council 


The  Women  Students'  Administrative  Council  has  now  been  in 
existence  for  eight  years,  and  is  composed  of  representatives  from 
University  College,  Victoria  College,  Trinity  College,  St.  Michael's 
College,  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  (  hrtario  College  of  Education  and 
the  Department  of  Social  Service.  The  presidents  of  the  under- 
graduate societies  of  the  first  live  named,  with  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer,  who  is  a  graduate,  make  up  the  Executive. 
The  offices  rotate  each  year,  beginning  in  1916-17  with  the  Presi- 
dency in  U.C. 

The  object  of  the  Council  is  to  be  the  representative  organ  of 
the  women  students  of  the  University.  The  Council  meetings  have 
become  a   forum   for  the  discussion    of    all    matters    affecting    the 


women  of  the  University  as  a  whole,  with  the  exception  of  athletics. 
Matters  of  import  to  all  women  undergraduates  are  administered 
through  the  Council  office,  a  free  Book  Exchange  through  which 
hundreds  of  books  pass  yearly  is  operated,  and  tickets  for  the 
women's  sections  at  games,  special  convocations,  debates  and  var- 
ious otther  events,  are  handled  by  the  Council. 

Since  1918  the  women  have  taken  joint  financial  responsibility 
with  the  men  in  the  publication  of  "The  Varsity,"  "Torontonensis" 
and  "The  Students'  Directory,"  and  in  other  matters  in  which  the 
interests  of  both  men  and  women  are  involved.  These  affairs  are 
all  administered  by  the  Joint  Executive  of  the  Students'  Adminis- 
trative Councils.

As  we  consider  in  retrospect  the  progress  of  another  year  it  is 
not  forgotten  that  we  are  constantly  entering  into  the  labours  of 
those  devoted  men  "who  have  gone  before." 

Some  of  the  pioneers  we  met  when  we  gathered  to  celebrate 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  University  'Y'  last  spring.  Then  it 
was  that  we  learned  how  that  work  was  born  out  of  the  obedience 
of  a  small  group  of  men  to  the  heavenly  vision ;  a  work  which  sur- 
vived and  grew  because  men  prayed  and  found  strengtht  sufficient 
for  the  task, — and  finally,  "this  heritage  of  fifty  years  is  yours," 
they  said,  "and  we  are  with  you  still,  as  you  in  this  generation  seek 
to  "carry  on'." 

Should  any  student  of  a  future  day  read  this,  for  such  let  it  be 
recorded  here  that  on  that  night  we  humbly  sat  at  the  feet  of  a  group 
of  men  whose  saintliness  of  spirit  argued  irrevocably  for  the  worth 
of  their  vision  of  the  Kingdom,  and  gave  us  new  faith  in  those 
things  of  which  we  are  now  trustees. 

To-day  the  name  University  'Y'  no  longer  exists,  and  doubtless 
on  the  surface  it  may  seem  that  perhaps  the  heritage  of  fifty  years 
has  been  lightly  regarded.  This  is  far  from  true,  however,  for 
under  the  Student  Christian  Associations,  all  that  was  vital  in  the 
old  still  persists  and  the  new  name  is  simply  an  adjustment  and 


evidence  of  the  desire  on  the  part  of  students  for  a  more  vital  ex- 
pression of  their  individuality  as  a  group. 

In  some  respects,  therefore,  the  fall  term  of  this  year  marked 
the  beginning  of  a  new  era.  We  were  now  one  in  name,  would  the 
passing  months  evidence  a  unity  of  spirit?  Towards  this  end,  "to 
know  Jesus,"  has  been  the  common  aim. 

Significant  as  contributing  to  this  chief  aim  one  recalls  the 
glorious  September  week  of  fellowship  at  Elgin  House,  Muskoka. 
Likewise  the  week-end  gathering  at  the.  Island  and  Scarboro, — 
inter-denominational  communion  services,  mid-week  chapel  ser- 
vices, prayer  and  study  groups,  speakers  with  inspiring  messages, 
such  as  Eddy,  Aggrey,  Harrison,  Rose,  Hatanaka, —  (Gray  still  lives 
from  last  year),  and  not  least  notable  was  the  inspiration  of  the  In- 
dianapolis Convention.  This  latter  gathering  was  the  means  to 
the  accomplishing  of  a  great  work.  Men  and  women  came  back 
inspired  as  those  who  have  caught  some  new  and  awful  vision. 
Said  one,  "We  saw  Jesus,"  and  this  assertion  was  true  if  one  may 
judge  by  the  light  that  was  in  his  face. 

Finally,  what  of  the  future?  It  has  its  problems  still  of  In- 
dustry, and  Race,  and  War.  Yes,  but  there  are  students  deeply 
concerned  with  their  solving,  and  if  the  Way  of  Life  that  is  true  be 
faithfully  and  fearlessly  sought  then  a  fairer  day  has  dawned  and 
the  future  will  well  take  care  of  itself.

The  Newman  Club 


In  accounts  of  this  nature  it  is  customary  to  relate  the  aims  of 
the  institution.  Here  the  purpose  is  to  tell  what  has  been  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year  and  to  let  the  reader  judge  for  himself 
the  value  of  the  Newman  Club  and  of  the  services  which  it  renders. 

The  Newman  Club  is  first,  last  and  always  a  religious  institu- 
tion. True  it  holds  man)  other  functions,  but  its  primary  object 
is  to  protect  the  Catholic  faith  and  morals  of  its  members.  A 
rector,  whose  attentions  are  entirely  devoted  to  the  needs  of  the 
students,  is  permanently  resident  at  the  Club.  Mass  is  celebrated 
daily.  ( )n  Sundays  special  religious  services  are  held,  including 
Benediction  and  a  sermon  especially  adapted  to  the  student. 

The  second  group  of  functions  is  of  a  literary  nature.  The 
club  paper,  "The  Torch."  is  edited  monthly.  It  not  only  serves  the 
active  members  but  keeps  a  large  alumni  in  constant  touch  with 
club  affairs.  Special  efforts  are  directed  towards  providing  op- 
portunities for  the  members  for  the  development  of  ability  in  public 
speaking.  The  Newman  Club  can  rightly  claim  to  be  the  most 
active  organization  in  this  field  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  This 
year  seventeen  oratorical   contests   were    held    and    in    addition    to 


these,  two  -cries  of  debates.  The  gold  and  silver  medals  and  the 
debating  shield,  presented  to  the  winners  of  these  contests,  rank 
among  the  highest  awards  for  oratory  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
This  year  another  feature  was  added.  Such  noted  authorities  as 
Rev.  Ilrother  Gabriel.  M.Sc.  and  Prof.  F.  11.  Kirkpatrick.  Ph.B.. 
gave  instructions  in  public  speaking.  Other  literary  activities  in- 
cluded discussion  and  lectures  on  national  and  civic  problems  led 
by  prominent  men.  Up  to  the  time  this  article  was  written,  this 
role  had  been  taken  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Day.  K.C.;  Mr.  YV.  H.  Moore, 
EC.C;  Rev.  G.  T.  Daly.  C.S.R.,  and  the  Hon.  Charles  McCrea. 
M.L.A. 

Social  events  also  hold  a  distinctive  place  in  the  life  of  the  club. 
Included  in  these  are  formal  and  informal  dances,  skating  parties. 
bridges,  and  Sunday  afternoon  teas  and  nmsicales. 

The  club's  motto.  "Cor  ad  Cor  Loquitur,"  has  been  taken  from 
tin  coat-of-arms  of  the  renowned  Cardinal  Newman.  In  even- 
activity,  religious,  literary  and  social,  a  determined  and  persistent 
effort  is  being  made  to  live  up  to  this  high  and  noble  ideal.

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"The  Varsity' 


For  the  Undergraduate  Newspaper,  the  year  lc^2,vl('24  was  in 
a  sense  epochal ;  last  September  saw  the  consummation  of  the 
dreams  of  a  long  line  of  former  editors,  and  the  culmination  of  the 
efforts  of  others  such  as  Jimmie  Cowan,  Clarke  Ashworth,  Russ 
Williams  and  Herb  McManus,  who  in  more  recent  times  were  the 
moguls  of  the  office;  "The  Varsity"  became  a  daily.  Birth  was 
given  unto  an  entirely  new  venture,  "The  Literary  Supplement," 
four  issues  of  which  made  their  appearance,  edited  by  A.  E.  C. 
Jameson  and  an  enthusiastic  group  of  assistants. 

In  lesser  ways  has  this  academic  year  proven  an  interesting 
milestone  for  "The  Varsity."  Many  controversies  have  wrangled 
their  way  through  the  correspondence  column,  on  such  questions  as 
religion,  professional  coaching,  and  war,  without  anyone  having 
been  convinced  that  his  point  of  view  was  wrong.  "W.S.M."  and 
"N.P.H.B."  have  covered  themselves  with  glory  and  damnation,  as 
Dramatic  and  Music  critics  respectively.  In  the  editorial  columns, 
A.  K.  Kembar  poured  molten  epithets  upon  the  querulous  accusa- 
tions of  "The  Financial  Post,"  that  the  University  was  a  hotbed  of 
Communism,  and  always  "The  Champus  Cat"  (alias  Dune.  Halli- 
day )  continued  to  emit  Golden  Thoughts  in  a  never  ceasing  flow. 

The  staff  has  not  been  without  its  internal  dissensions — and. 


on  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  women's  staff  should  be 
abolished,  was  divided  into  three  camps :  the  absolute  misogynists, 
the  co-educationalists,  and  the  suffragists.  The  women's  staff, 
under  Miss  Matthew,  Miss  Spence  and  Miss  Kniveton,  has  done 
good  work  this  year  and  has,  unassisted,  taken  out  several  issues  of 
"The  Varsity,"  so  that  the  cause  of  the  misogynists,  being  now 
settled  in  the  negative,  will  have  to  await  the  arrival  of  a  new  force 
of  male  Bolsheviks. 

"The  Varsity"  has  two  new  cards  up  its  sleeve  for  next  year. 
It  will  be  an  associate  member  of  the  Canadian  Press,  and  privileged 
to  use  the  excellent  sporting  news  which  that  organization  supplies, 
while  "The  Literary  Supplement"  will  probably  take  the  form  of  a 
magazine,  issued  once  a  month.  It  has  not  been  found  possible, 
however,  to  publish  "The  Varsity"  on  Saturday  next  year,  as  was 
at  first  hoped.     This  is  left  for  future  generations  to  accomplish. 

Lastly,  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the  work  of  Mr.  Fred 
Hastings,  Business  Manager  of  "The  Varsity"  and  "Pooh  Bah"  of 
the  S.A.C.  He  is  resigning  his  office  after  four  years  of  faithful 
service  and  merits  the  thanks,  appreciation  and  good  will  of  all  who 
in  the  past  college  generation  have  been  students  at  the  University 
of  Toronto.

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Inter-University  Debating 


One  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  to  those  who  are  concerned  with 
debating  lias  been  the  remarkable  revival  of  debating  interest  shown 
in  the  University  during  the  past  year.  Within  three  weeks  after 
the  term  had  opened  in  the  fall  the  University  of  Toronto  debated 
with  Oxford  University  on  the  question,  "Resolved  that  this  House 
Approves  the  French  Occupation  of  the  Ruhr."  Messrs  A.  N. 
Page  (St.  Michael's).  E.  T.  Guest  (Dental  College)  and  J.  Mc- 
Cullev  (University  College)  defended  the  action  of  the  French, 
while  Messrs.  A.  G.  Bagnall,  C.  O.  Scaife  and  G.  O.  Gardiner  spoke 
on  the  negative.  The  enthusiasm  which  resulted  in  a  packed  aud- 
ience in  Convocation  Hall  seems  to  have  lasted  some  time,  and  mani- 
fested itself  particularly  in  three  ways.  It  brought  about  a  desire 
for  more  debates,  debates  of  a  somewhat  different  character — 
more  on  the  Oxford  system  of  open  debating — and  a  more  satis- 
factory way  of  choosing  the  men  who  represent  Toronto  in  inter- 
university  debates. 

Numerous  challenges  were  received  from  American  Univer- 
sities desiring  debates,  but  with  conditions  as  they  were  it  was  felt 
that  the  only  one  which  could  be  accepted  was  one  with  Bates'  Col- 
lege, of  Lewiston,  Maine,  a  small  college  which  has  won  an  enviable 
reputation,  having  an  almost  unbroken  list  of  victories  to  its  credit. 

The  desire  for  a  different  type  of  debate,  open  to  the  house,  led 
to  the  holding  of  one  in  the  lecture  room,  Hart  House,  to  which  all 
men  of  the  University  were  invited.  The  subject  for  debate  was  the 
approval  of  the  Labour  Government  in  England,  and  before  a 
crowded  house,  four  set  speakers,  two  undergraduates  and  two  pro- 
fessors, led  off  on  the  question,  after  which  the  debate  was  thrown 
open  to  all  present.  The  interesting  thing  was  not  so  much  the 
character  of  the  debating  which  ensued  (although  this,  while  not 
brilliant,  was  widespread  among  the  audience),  but  rather  the  gen- 
eral enthusiasm  and  excitement  which  prevailed.  It  proved  that 
this  sort  of  debating  was  more  interesting  than  the  purely  formal 
kind  which  had  hitherto  been  almost  universal  here.  It  opened  up 
hopes  that  it  would  be  possible  in  the  future  to  hold  similar  debates 
every  now  and  then,  and  that  from  these  debates  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  choose  university  debaters. 

Finally  the  constitution  of  the  Students'  Administrative  Council 
has  been  changed  so  that  the  debating  committee  (still  under  the 
chairmanship  of  the  Convenor  of  Literary  Organizations),  shall  be 


more  representative.  In  future  this  committee  will  consist  of  one 
representative  from  each  college  or  faculty  desiring  such  representa- 
tion, and  will  not  only  choose  university  debaters,  but  will  also  be 
responsible  for  the  holding  of  a  certain  number  of  university  de- 
bates, probably  in  Hart  House,  where  men  may  show  their  ability. 
In  future  debaters  will  be  given  some  suitable  recognition  by  the 
Council,  probably  in  the  form  of  a  silver  medal. 

fudging  from  victories,  the  Toronto  debating  teams  have  not 
been  very  fortunate.  In  the  first  debate  of  the  year  Oxford  was 
given  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  judges.  Following  a  new  plan, 
the  audience  was  also  asked  to  vote,  not  on  the  merits  of  the  de- 
baters, but  on  the  question  itself,  and  by  a  considerable  majority  it 
gave  its  decision  against  the  French,  and  in  favour  of  the  position 
upheld  by  Oxford. 

In  the  regular  Inter-University  Debating  League  the  subject 
for  debate  in  both  groups  was,  "That  the  Record  of  Activities  of 
the  League  of  Nations  has  Justified  its  Further  Existence."  Fol- 
lowing the  usual  custom  Toronto  defended  the  affirmative  at  home 
and  the  negative  abroad,  this  year  at  Kingston  against  Queen's.  In 
the  debate  at  Toronto  Messrs.  E.  P.  Schmidt  (  School  of  Graduate 
Studies)  and  P.  j.  Martin  (St.  Michael's)  were  successful  against 
McGill,  but  at  Queen's  Messrs.  F.  W.  Reare  (  University  College) 
and  A.  R.  Hubbard  (University  College)  were  defeated,  and  as 
Queen's  also  won  in  Montreal  against  McGill,  Toronto  was  elimin- 
ated. Queen's  going  into  the  finals. 

Finally,  on  March  6,  Toronto  debated  against  Bates'  College  on 
the  question,  "That  this  House  Approves  the  American  Policy  of 
Non-recognition  of  the  Russian  Soviet  Government."  The  nega- 
tive was  taken  by  Toronto,  represented  by  Messrs.  H.  M.  Bissett 
(Trinity  College)  and  T.  G.  Mason  (Victoria  College),  but  the 
Hates'  debaters,  Messrs.  E.  D.  Canham  and  W.  E.  Young,  were 
again  successful  by  unanimous  decision  of  the  judges,  although  in 
the  vote  which  followed  the  negative  of  the  question  was  supported 
by  the  audience. 

Already  there  is  being  planned  a  debate  with  Cambridge  Uni- 
versity in  the  first  weeks  of  the  term  next  year.  There  seems  to  be 
every  reason  to  hope  that  with  more  interest  and  better  organization 
debating  will  take  a  still  more  prominent  place  among  University 
activities.

The  present  session  has  been  a  most  successful  one  in  Uni- 
versity Athletics,  judging  by  the  number  of  students  involved  and 
the  closely  contested  games.  The  traditions  of  the  University  were 
well  upheld  by  the  men   who  wore  the  blue  and  white. 

The  undergraduate  members  on  the  Athletic  Directorate  were 
Messrs.  R.  H.  Ferguson.  John  Hyde,  R.  11.  Keerler,  D.  M.  Meek- 
ison  and  R.  T.  Weaver,  with  Mr.  R.  S.  S.  Chaffe  representing  the 
Students'  Administrative  Council. 

(In  the  photographs  reproduced  in  "Torontonensis"  it  is  not 
possible,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  going  to  press  early  in  the  year, 
to  collate  all  the  teams  of  the  current  academic  year.  The  Rugby. 
Soccer,  Tennis,  Track  and  I  larrier.  are  of  the  teams  that  represented 
the  University  in  the  autumn  of  1  c>23.  The  Hockey,  Basketball, 
Boxing,  Wrestling  and  Frencing,  etc.,  are  of  the  teams  of  the  spring 
of  1923,  i.e.,  the  previous  academic  year,   1922-23). 

RUG  BY 

Training  for  the  Rugby  season  commenced  on  the  15th  Sep- 
tember, with  Mr.  Warren  Coryell  as  Hon.  Coach  of  the  Senior 
Team.  Dr.  L.  M.  Murray  as  Hon.  Coach  of  the  O.R.F.U.  Team. 
and  Mr.  Frank  W.  Fisher,  Hon.  Coach  of  the  Intermediates  and 
Juniors,  and  the  following  graduates  assisting:  Mr.  R.  F.  Thomp- 
son, Mr.  M.  F.  Gibson  and  Dr.  J.  C.  Maynard.  The  Senior  Team 
was  captained  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Westman. 

While  the  personnel  and  spirit  of  the  team  was  of  the  highest 
order,  no  championships  were  brought  home  to  Varsity  this  season. 
Queen's  winning  the  Senior  Intercollegiate  and  Parkdale  Canoe 
Club  the  O.R.F.U.,  R.M.C.  the  Intermediate  Intercollegiate  and 
Loyola  the  Junior  Intercollegiate. 

The  Mulock  Cup  series  was  the  most  successful  in  the  thirty 
years  of  this,  our  oldest  Interfaculty  competition,  Victoria  winning 
the  cup  in  a  brilliant  final  game  against  Senior  School,  with  Junior 
U,C.  and  Knox  as  the  finalists  in  their  respective  groups. 

SOCCER 

A  partially  successful  attempt  was  made  to  revive  the  Inter- 
collegiate Championship  series,  but  the  only  games  it  was  possible 
to  arrange  were  held  in  Kingston,  where  Varsity  played  the  final 
game  against  R.M.C.  who  had  defeated  Queen's  earlier  in  the  same 
week.     The  Varsity  team  was  captained  by  Mr.  L.  G.  C.  d'Easum. 

No  American  tour  was  made  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of 
getting  a  satisfactory  schedule,  but  the  team  from  State  College, 
Penn.,  was  brought  here,  and  they  provided  an  interesting  contest 
of  the  highest  order,  the  game  ending  in  a  tie.  In  the  Interfaculty 
series  for  the  Arts  Faculty  Cup,  O.A.C.  were  again  the  victors,  with 
S.P.S.  the  runners-up. 


TENNIS 

The  Intercollegiate  Tennis  Tournament  was  held  in  Toronto. 
McGill  again  winning,  and  retaining  the  cup.  For  the  first  time, 
the  University  of  Montreal  entered  a  team  and  made  a  creditable 
showing  in  their  maiden  effort. 

The  University  Championship,  represented  by  the  F.  Y.  Mc- 
Eachren  Cup,  was  won  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Scott,  Med.  V. 

TRACE 

The  Interfaculty  Track  Meet  was  held  on  October  10th,  and 
brought  out  a  larger  number  of  contestants  than  any  previous  year. 
One  Inter-Faculty  record  was  broken,  that  of  the  Pole  Vault,  I.  E. 
Francis  of  U.C.  making  12  feet  3/2  inches.  S.P.S.  retained  the 
Cup  with  40  points  to  their  credit,  with  U.C.  and  Meds  not  far 
behind. 

At  the  Intercollegiate  Track  Meet  held  at  Varsity  this  year, 
McGill  carried  off  the  honours  for  the  fifth  successive  year  since  the 
war,  piling  up  o2  points  against  Varsity's  54  and  Queen's  9.  The 
most  brilliant  contest  was  in  the  Pole  Vault,  when  I.  E.  Francis  of 
Varsity  won  at  12  feet  7  inches,  15  inches  above  the  former  Inter- 
collegiate record,  made  in  1912,  and  2  inches  above  the  Canadian 
record,  made  fifteen  years  ago  by  Archibald.  Two  other  Inter- 
collegiate records  went  by  the  boards  when  Legge  of  McGill  clipped 
4/5  sec.  off  the  half  mile  and  Pearce  of.  McGill  1/5  sec.  off  the  120 
yard  hurdle.  Goforth  won  the  three  mile  after  a  close  race  with 
Wiggins  of  McGill.  The  individual  champion  of  the  Meet  was 
Kennedy  of  McGill,  with  Vince  of  Varsity  second. 

A  handsome  trophy  for  Interfaculty  competition  has  been  given 
to  the  University  by  the  Victoria  Athletic  Union  in  memory  of 
William  Langford  Rowel!  of  Victoria  College,  elected  captain  of  the 
Track  Team  last  year,  whose  untimely  death  in  May  last  was  a  dis- 
tinct loss  to  University  athletics. 

HARRIER 

The  Interfaculty  Harrier  Meet  was  held  at  Rosedale  on  Oct. 
27,  with  sixty-nine  entries,  O.A.C.  retaining  the  Brotherton  Cup. 
and  Goforth  of  U.C.  winning  first  place,  making  the  excellent  time 
of  35  min.  23  1/5  sec,  which  was  13  sec.  better  than  last  year's  race. 

The  Intercollegiate  Meet  was  held  the  following  week  over  the 
Rosedale  course.  Varsity  equalling  her  famous  record  of  1920  by 
having  five  men  among  the  first  seven,  Goforth  leading  to  the  tape 
with  100  yards  to  spare,  Wiggins,  of  McGill,  second,  and  Shaver  and 
Turnbull,  of  Varsity,  tieing  for  third  place.  Goforth's  time  was 
34  min.  17  2/5  see.,  which  is  considered  good  in  spite  of  the  muddy 
course.  Thus  Varsity  has  held  the  Little  Cup  continuously  since 
the  revival  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  after  the  war.

HOCKEY 


The  Hockey  Club  had  a  most  successful  season,  Varsity  again 
retaining  the  Queen's  Cup  in  the  Senior  Intercollegiate.  The 
Intermediate  team,  after  a  hard  race,  were  beaten  by  Osgoode  Hall, 
the  infant  member  of  the  Intercollegiate  Series,  there  being  no 
Western  Division  in  the  Junior  Intercollegiate  this  year.  In  the 
O.H.A.  competition,  the  Senior  Team  finished  second,  losing 
after  two  hardly  contested  and  well  played  games.  In  the 
Junior  Series  Varsity  were  close  contenders,  losing  to  Owen  Sound 
in  the  semi-rinals.  Mr.  Beattie  Ramsay,  I  Ion.  Coach,  having  been 
selected  for  the  Olympic  Hockey  Team,  his  place  was  taken  by  Mr. 
Conn  Smythe,  B.A.Sc,  formerly  Hon.  Coach  of  the  Juniors,  who  in 
a  most  efficient  manner  looked  after  the  interests  of  the  three  teams, 
and  to  whom  great  credit  is  due  for  developing  a  high  standard  in 
Hockey.     Mr.  Louis  Hudson  ably  captained  the  Senior  Team. 

In  the  Jennings  Cup  Series,  17  teams  were  entered,  and  not- 
withstanding the  uncertainity  of  the  weather,  the  competitions 
were  completed  in  record  time,  thus  reflecting  great  credit  upon  the 
management  of  Mr.  R.  M.  Laurie  and  his  associates.  The  group 
winners  were  Forestry,  Jr.  Dents,  St.  Michael's,  Victoria  and  Senior 
Meds.     Senior  Meds  won  the  Cup  with  Jr.  Dents  as  runners-up. 

BASKETBALL 

The  Senior  Intercollegiate  Series  was  won  this  year  by  Queen's 
niversity  for  the  first  time  in  history.  Varsity  started  off  success- 
fully but  Queen's  developed  unexpected  strength,  and  in  the  play-off 
in  Montreal,  which  was  found  necessary  to  decide  the  championship. 
Varsity  was  nosed  out  by  Queen's  by  one  point. 

All  credit  is  due  to  Captain  Caple  and  Dr.  D.  C.  Gill,  the  Hon. 
Coach,  for  the  splendid  showing  made  by  Varsity. 

In  the  Si f ton  Cup  series,  18  teams  were  entered,  the  larger 
Faculties  being  represented  by  two  teams.  The  group  winners 
were  Jr.  U.C.,  Jr.  Meds.,  Sr.  Meds.,  Sr.  U.C.,  Jr.  School,  Wycliffe. 
Junior  Meds  won  the  series  after  close  competition. 

BOXING.  WRESTLING  AND  FENCING 

The  Intercollegiate  Assault  was  held  at  McGill  this  year,  and 
resulted  in  a  brilliant  victory  for  Varsity  under  the  Captaincy  of  Les 
Black.  Varsity  had  the  strongest  team  in  some  years,  winning 
twelve  events  to  McGill's  five ;  Varsity  winning  six  Boxing  events 
and  six  Wrestling  events,  the  Fencing  honours  going  to  McGill. 

In  the  Interfaculty  Meet,  held  the  previous  week,  O.A.C.  again 
retained  the  Francis  Davison  Cup  in  one  of  the  best  handled  and 
well  contested  tournaments  in  Varsity's  history.  O.A.C.'s  excep- 
tionally good  wrestlers  gave  a  remarkable  exhibition,  their  total 
score  being  34,  with  Meds  30,  S.P.S.  25,  and  Dents  22. 


SWIMMING    AND    WATER   POLO 

At  the  Interfaculty  competitions  held  this  year,  the  Fitzgerald 
Cup  for  Swimming  and  the  Eckhafdt  Cup  for  Water  Polo  were 
again  won  by  U.C. 

At  the  Intercollegiate  Swimming  Meet,  held  at  McGill  on  Feb. 
9th,  the  McGill  swimmers  defeated  the  Varsity  team.  Three  rec- 
ords were  broken,  all  by  McGill  contestants,  namely  Vernot  in  the 
100  yard  breast,  and  Bourne  in  the  100  yard  free  style,  while  the 
relay  team  established  a  new  record  of  1  min.  44  1/5  sec.  for  200 
yards.  In  the  Water  Polo  games  McGill  also  maintained  their 
superiority. 

The  teams  were  captained  by  J.  L.  Uren  in  the  Swimming,  and 
Frank  Wood  for  the  Water  Polo. 

LACROSSE 

The  Lacrosse  team  made  its  usual  spring  tour  in  the  United 
States  under  the  management  of  A.  R.  McGee,  meeting  teams  of 
several  of  the  American  Colleges. 

GYMNASIUM 

The  Intercollegiate  Assault-at-Arms  was  held  at  McGill  this 
year,  the  contest  being  between  McGill  and  Varsity.  The  cham- 
pionship was  won  by  Varsity  by  a  margin  of  24  points.  The  team, 
under  the  management  of  I.  W.  Mix.  was  one  of  the  best  that  has 
represented  Varsity  for  some  years. 

ROWING 

The  Rowing  Club,  under  Professor  Loudon's  coaching,  was 
successful  in  retaining  the  Hanlan  Memorial  Trophy  for  the  Senior 
Eights  at  the  Canadian  Henley  Regatta,  and  the  Intermediate. 
Junior  and  Tack  Weight  Crews,  while  not  winning  their  respective 
championships,  made  very  creditable  showings  in  the  contests  in 
which  they  were  engaged. 

ENGLISH  RUGBY 

Home  and  home  games  were  played  with  McGill.  resulting  in 
a  victory  for  the  Varsity  team  in  the  aggregate  number  of  points 
scored. Mr.  H.  M.  S.  Pentelow.  a  player  of  international  reputation, 
ably  captained  the  team  this  year. 

INDOOR  BASEBALL 

The  Indoor  Baseball  Interfaculty  series  enlisted  13  teams,  and 
a  closely  contested  series  resulted.  The  championship  and  the 
Spalding  Cup  were  won  by  Senior  Dents.
